REPORt OF THE DIRECTOR 1915 

To the Regents of the University and the Commissioner of 
Education of the State of New York: 

I have the honor to submit the following report on the work o*f 
the New York State Library for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1915. This report also includes an account of the work of the 
Educational Extension Division and the School Libraries Division, 
and summarizes the work of the Library School, though the full 
report of the last is published separately as Library School bulletin 

39- 

The report thus presents the definitive and most detailed printed 

account of all the work with and for libraries that is done by the 
University. Not all the four distinct parts of this work are under 
the executive supervision of the Director of the State Library, but 
its essential and obvious integrity, the hearty and S)rmpathetic coop- 
eration among those charged with its policies and administration, 
added to the fact that it is carried on by one great state department 
in one building, strongly enforce the propriety and usefulness of a 
single report. 

The State Library (using the term as a convenient one to denote 
all the library work of the University) in centralized supervision 
and specific service stands in the same relation to all the libraries of 
the State as does the Education Department to the schools and 
colleges. 

The State provides, first of all, a great central reference and 
lending collection of books and an expert staff to administer it. 
This central library is for the free use, either in person at the 
Library or through correspondence, of every person and educa- 
tional institution in the State. To more than 12,000 registered 
libraries, schools and study clubs, which are thus in effect branches 
of the State Library, it stands ready to lend books not in local 
libraries, thus supplementing the book resources of every library 
and school in the State and giving to even the smallest and poorest 
of these a means of meeting more effectively the educational needs 
of its community. Through the traveling libraries the lending of 
books is made still more easy, intimate and far-reaching, for not

only libraries, schools and study clubs, but remote rural communities 
and even households are thus benefited. 

The State further provides for the founding and fostering of 
free public libraries and school libraries, for the supervision, in- 
spection and official registration of those which meet required 
standards and, finally, in the State Library School it provides (find- 
ing the educational analogy in normal schools) competent profes- 
sional training for the librarians who administer these libraries. 
. There is thus in operation a thoroughly organized State library 
system, with provision for expert help in founding libraries legally 
and maintaining them efficiently, for giving them, through visita- 
tion and correspondence, such moderate money aid as is feasible 
and such help in book selection and counsel in administration as 
is needed, for providing trained librarians to manage them, and a 
great central collection available to all libraries in the State for 
reference and lending. The following pages present such details 
touching the conduct of this work for a single year as are deemed 
of public or professional interest. 

STATISTICAL SUMMARY 

An introductory statistical statement of some of the most impor- 
tant facts relating to the State Library, public libraries, school 
libraries, and the Library School may serve to bring out more 
sharply the nature and magnitude of the different lines of work. 
Further details are given on later pages.

STATE LIBRARY 

In the four years that have passed since the fire the Library has 
had available for book purchases the extraordinary appropriations 
of $50,000 and $500,000, made respectively in 191 1 and 1912 in 
pursuance of the terms of chapter 901, Laws of 191 1. This act gave 
legislative approval to the ultimate expenditure of $1,250,000 for 
the restoration of the Library, and although there remains $700,000 
of this sum yet unappropriated, the Regents have been unable to 
get the Legislature to make further specific appropriations against 
it. This means that the new Library is not more than two-thirds 
the size of the old; it is (for lack of sufficient help) inadequately 
and incompletely cataloged; it is today by reason of improved 
facilities in its new quarters serving more people in every part of 
the State than ever before. Wonderful and alluring opportunities 
for larger service offer on every hand — opportunities for which 
primarily more books are required. The Library's stated appro- 
priations, that is, those which it received for several years before 
the fire and which have been revived for the coming year, are about 
$35,000, of which $6000 must be spent for traveling libraries and 
$2000 for books in embossed type for the blind. The remaining 
$27,000 will little more than pay fixed charges for subscriptions to

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necessary periodicals, the annual bills for binding and rebinding, 
and for the regular annual volumes of a large list of law reports, 
statutes, digests etc. When all these are paid the balance remaining 
free for current or new books is less than $3000, a pitiful sum in 
truth with which to try to build up a great library. It is hoped that 
early legislatures will feel that the rigid economy of the past two 
sessions may well be somewhat relaxed in the matter of book 
appropriations for the State Library. 

One field which it is the peculiar province of the State Library to 
cultivate intensively is that of New York State local history; and 
highly important to any adequate collection of such material are 
the files of local newspapers printed in the State, particularly 
before 1850. The State Library desires to interest all citizens or 
institutions now in possession of such material which it may be 
possible to deposit in or transfer to the Library. The State Library 
can offer a fireproof building, competent care for all sorts of books 
and papers, printed or manuscript, that may be entrusted to it, and 
can guarantee that such material will be so organized as readily 
to be made available for purposes of scholarship. 

There is no other class of printed matter which it has been so hard 
for the Library to acquire since the fire of 191 1 as local New York 
State newspapers. Many libraries and individuals have already sent 
such material to Albany and a few newspaper publishers and 
owners of sets of early papers have generously donated such 
material. Through the courtesy of such friends the Library has 
brought together again a fairly lerood collection of early newspapers 
from the counties of Ulster, Albany, Rensselaer, Lewis, Warren, 
and Washington, but other counties are almost unrepresented in its 
collections. This is mentioned in the hope that it may come to the 
notice of families, schools and libraries where, laid away on the 
top shelves or in for^fotten attic comers, there may be bound or 
unbound newspaper material, the safetv of which in private hands 
IS alwavs precarious and the destniction of which wQuld be an 
irreparable loss to the history of the local community and the State. 

ORDER SECTION 
The order section has supervision of all printed accessions to the 
Library, whether by purchase, exchange or gift. It also has charge 
of the binding, the duplicate collection, and the distribution to other 
libraries and institutions of the publications of The University of 
the State of New York and of such other state publications as are 
placed in its hands by law or delivered to it by other state offices. 
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Growth of the Library. On September 30, 191 5 there were on 
the shelves of the State Library, the Educational Extension Division 
and the Library School, approximately 409,982 bound volumes out- 
side the duplicate collection. Of these, 27,062 were accessioned 
during the year. The total of 409,982 includes 78,707 volumes of 
the Educational Extension Division, used primarily for traveling 
libraries, and 5225 books for the blind. Of the remainder, only 
181,488 are accessioned. No exact count has been made of the 
unaccessioned volumes, largely documents, which are therefore not 
represented in the table below.

With the special appropriation at the beginning of the year 
covered by outstanding orders and the regular appropriation cut 
$6000 below normal, current purchases would have been seriously 
interfered with and progress in replacing lost collections halted 
but for a very considerable addition made to the free balances by 
the canceling of some old orders impossible to fill. As a result of 
such cancellation, the amount of new orders was increased to 
$53,729.03, divided among the various collections as shown by the 
table below.

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Much of the money released through cancellations was used to 
complete periodical sets and publications of learned societies, mainly 
American. Previously such purchases had been seriously inter- 
fered with by the rapid accumulation of much material which could 
not be carefully checked against present holdings. In the fall of 
1914 for the first time it became possible to make headway with 
the preparation of lists of volumes and numbers needed to complete 
sets.

Meserve's historical portraits. With the appearance of the 
index, constituting volume 28, the very valuable and interesting 
series of historical portraits from the collection of Frederick H. 
Meserve is completed. The series, of which only four copies have 
been printed, comprises, according to its introduction, nearly eight 
thousand photographic portraits, of the " carte-de-visite " size, 
chiefly contemporaries of Abraham Lincoln, though there are also 
many of a later period. The prints were made directly from 
negatives, the basis of the collection being those from the cameras 
of Matthew B. Brady, to whose galleries in New York and Wash- 
ington came the people who were making history during and after 
the Civil War — presidents and their cabinets, members of Con- 
gress, visitors from the states, travelers, actors, clergymen and 
others of world renown. Each left with Brady one or more 
negatives which have never been "retouched," and which now 
become historical documents, " original sources." 

These with many others, some being photographs of paintings 
and engravings, form this most interesting collection, to which the 
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index is a necessary key. There are representatives from all sorts 
of occupations, from the crowned heads of Europe to the ** living 
skeleton" of Bamum's early circus. 

The arrangement is alphabetic under several classes, there being 
three volumes of Authors, artists, journalists and editors; five of 
Statesmen, jurists and other public persons; thirteen of the Civil, 
military and naval officers of the Civil War; one each of Clergy- 
men and of Foreign rulers, nobles and other celebrities ; three of the 
Stage; and last of all, io8 Lincoln portraits, together with many 
others of his relatives, associates and friends, and of the scenes 
connected with his birth, life and assassination. There is in most 
cases only a name under each item, but many have also a single line 
to show the historical significance. 

While the index is a fine piece of letter-press, it lacks some 
desirable features, such as references, in all cases instead of a 
few, to the later married names of noted women, and the analysis 
of all groups; for example Pere Hyacinthe appears imder his real 
name, Charles Loyson ; Buffalo Bill under Cody only ; while no note 
is made of Edith Kingdon's marriage to George Gould ; and Eliza- 
beth Stuart Phelps Ward is entered under Phelps only. It would 
seem that such an unusual collection deserved the fullest treat- 
ment, particularly when there was no need to consider the question 
of expense. 

In natural connection with this series another set is worthy of 
mention, namely, the photographic history of the Civil War, in ten 
volumes, published by the Review of Reviews Co. under the editor- 
ship of Francis Trevelyan Miller. This is the Brady-Gardner col- 
lection of field photographs of the Civil War, " with text by many 
special authorities." As Mr Meserve mentions the Review of 
Reviews set as having been used in identifying some portraits of 
Civil War officer^, it would seem that the two together constitute a 
most remarkable collection covering that period. 

Gifts. A summary of gifts to the Library since the fire is given 
below. For purposes of statistics no distinction is made between 
gifts and exchanges. Under the heading '' Pamphlets " are included 
annual reports and all other unbound volumes not classed as serials. 
The material noted under the heading " Miscellaneous " consists 
almost entirely of library blanks and forms donated to form a 
reference collection for the Library School.

Specially to be noted among the many generous gifts of the year 
are the following: 

From Franklin H. Hough, Romeyn B. Hough, Minnie M. Hough, 
Elida C. Hough and A. Lincoln Hough, the children of Franklin B. 
Hough, the historian of Lewis, Franklin and Jefferson counties, the 
Library received a most, interesting and useful collection of books, 
pamphlets, clippings and manuscripts, brought together by their 
father during his lifetime. Doctor Hough's indefatigable vigilance 
and industry in collecting, and his conscientious preservation and 
classification of every manuscript and pamphlet that came into his 
hands relating to the science, education and history of New York 
State make this a most unusual deposit. 

The printed matter, including 450 bound volumes and upwards 
of 5000 pamphlets, is an outright gift to the State of New York and 
forms an important addition to the Library's source material on 
early American education and New York local history. 

The manuscripts, comprising 50 bound volumes and hundreds of 
separate documents, are deposited in the Library during the life of 
Doctor Hough's children, after which title passes to the State. 
In addition, the gift includes the manuscript, with a mass of related 
documentary material, of the Abstract of the Laws of the State of 
New York, a work which occupied much of Doctor Hough's time 
for over twenty years and which at the date of his death was ready 
for publication in six volumes. Further details regarding the manu- 
script material are given on pages 33-34 of this report. 

A peculiar propriety and interest attach to these gifts, for Doctor 
Hough a half century ago was closely associated in his work with 
T. Romeyn Beck and David Murray, former secretaries of the 
Board of Regents, and was the author of the substantial " Statistical 
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and Historical Record of The University of the State of New 
York/' published in 1885, the year of. his death. In the proceedings 
of the University Convocation of that year appears a considerable 
account of Doctor Hough's exceedingly versatile and busy life, with 
a most impressive list of his writings, running to over 300 titles. 

Through the courtesy of Mr Marshall Clifford Lefferts of New 
York City, member of a family of book collectors, and with the 
permission of the present Mr J. Pierpont Morgan, the State Library 
was presented with a copy of the " Catalogue of Manuscripts and 
Early Printed Books from the Libraries of William Morris, Richard 
Barnett and the Earl of Ashbumham, now in the Library of J. 
Pierpont Morgan." This admirable example of modern bibliog- 
raphy and typography was printed by the Chiswick Press in four 
folio volumes, in 1906, under the personal supervision of the late 
Mr Morgan, who presented to the State Library a copy which was 
later constuned in the fire of 191 1. It is a particularly gratifying 
courtesy which brings to the Library's new collections a second 
copy of this notable set. 

From Mr William Church Osborne was received a valuable set 
of four volumes descriptive of the Hoentschel collection in the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, entitled : " Collections Georges 
Hoentschel; notices de Andre Perate et Gaston Briere," Paris, 
1908. There were also received from Mr E. J. Tompkins of Albany, 
75 photographs and prints of old and new Albany ; from the Utica 
PubHc Library 146 volumes of newspapers (including well-bound 
volumes of the New York Times, 1901-13, and the Albany Daily 
Argus, January 1841-June 1845) I ^uid from the Canadian Library 
of Parliament over 500 volumes of Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Michigan and Ohio documents missing from the Library's 
files. 

The second district Public Service Commission deposited with 
the Library its noncurrent file of technical periodicals of the last 
10 years. 

Exchanges. The addition of 69 new names to the exchange 
mailing list brings the present total to 1388, still loio below the 
record for 1909, the last year before the fire for which we have 
statistics. Of these, 141 are for foreign institutions and 377 for 
registered libraries of New York State. The mailing list exists 
primarily for the distribution of publications of the University. 
The State Library is as yet only to a very limited extent a dis- 
tributing agent for the documents of the State as a whole. By law 
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it distributes on exchange account a certain number of copies of 
the session laws, court reports, the annual series of *' Collected 
documents " and many special documents like the Messages of the 
Governor, the Sulzer Impeachment Proceedings, etc. Similarly, it 
may distribute, to the number of 50 copies, the department edition 
of the various state department reports to the Legislature. 

During the year the order section has distributed 16,176 pieces, 
practically all on exchange account. Not included in these figures 
are the session laws distributed by the law library, and the bills 
and miscellaneous publications sent by the legislative reference 
section to other legislative reference libraries. 

Duplicates. The duplicate collection of documents has received 
additions from other state departments, notably from the Board of 
Charities, the. Board of Health and the Executive Chamber, which 
together have supplied about 2000 volumes and 9000 pamphlets. It 
has received large accessions also from the Education Department, 
which, for lack of storage space, was obliged to turn over all its 
stock of the Library's noncurrent publications. The number of 
documents of other state departments and of collected documents 
arranged and ready for use remains substantially unchanged from 
a year ago, when the collected documents were reported at 100,000 
and the miscellaneous department publications at 25,000. 

Serials and annuals. Under the term " serials " are included all 
annuals, biennials etc. received regularly through purchase, the term 
" annuals " being thus limited to annuals and less frequent publica- 
tions received by gift or exchange. On the serials list there are 
now 3445 titles (excluding documents, which are checked by the 
legislative reference section), of which 209 were added during the 
year by gift or exchange and 50 by purchase. Included in the total 
are 87 newspapers, 67 received by gift and 20 by purchase. Of 
the remaining 3358, 1497 are received by gift or exchange and 1861 
by purchase. 

On the annuals list, excluding documents and education annuals, 
there are 4020 titles, 274 more than in 1914. The education annuals, 
including documents, now number 5901. 

The documents section receives currently 2801 annuals and 880 
serials. The total number of annuals currently received in all 
departments is 12,722, and of serials 4325, making a total of 17,047 
sequents of all classes. 

Binding. The following comparative table indicates briefly the 
character of the binding during the last two fiscal years.

In 1915 the binding bill for the last two weeks of September was 
charged to the expiring appropriation rather than, as previously, to 
that available on the following October ist. As a result the figures 
for 1915 given in the table above are for a period of 12^ months. 
The figures further include work done for the Educational Exten- 
sion Division, which in 191 5 amounted to $1137.71 or 13 per cent 
of the total as against $42.73 or one-third of i per cent of the total 
in 1914. 

The average cost per volume (excluding pamphlets) is 81 J^2 cents 
as against 83^ cents in 1914. The total spent on binding during 
1915 is $10,725.93.*. This includes, beside the $8520.05 for regular 
binding noted in the table above, $416.80 for binding 396 volumes 
for the blind, $271.07 for work of other divisions of the Depart- 
ment, $332.17 for repairing and other special work, and $1185.84 
for lettering 39,528 lines of call numbers etc. on 17,954 volumes. 
The falling off by nearly 10,000 volumes in the number gilded is 
due to the fact that a much smaller number of books was pur- 
chased and few long sets were cataloged during the year. 

After some experimenting, there was adopted for the books in 
the traveling libraries collection a style of binding, the principal 



a This total covers a period of 12^ months, as noted above, and conse- 
quently differs from the statement in Appendix 2, which is based on records 
for the exact fiscal year. 
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characteristics of which are flexible overcasting, strong flexible 
joints, waterproof cloth sides and Niger morocco back attached 
directly to the book. Nearly 1700 volumes have been rebound in 
this manner at an average cost of 61 cents a volume. 

CATALOG SECTION 

• During the past year 12,642 volumes were fully cataloged, making 
a total of 61,520 now available through the public catalog, with their 
subject headings and references. 

Careful and exhaustive cataloging such as it is necessary to do 
in a large reference library is the slowest and most expensive library 
process. With the present large demands upon the staff for 13^^ 
hours service daily in the various reading rooms it is impossible 
to use enough qualified people in classification and cataloging to 
make much impression on the heavy arrears of cataloging. It may 
seem paradoxical to emphasize the Library's need for more books 
when it is unable fully to organize the books now on its shelves, 
yet the apparent inconsistency disappears in the face of the state- 
ment that there is an equally pressing need for more people not 
pnly for new and increased service in the public parts of the Library 
tut for that very considerable and equally important work of 
organization which must be done behind the scenes before either 
books or people can be of highest efficiency. 

Classification. There were permanently classified 7460 volumes, 
and temporary numbers were assigned to SS33, making a total of 
12,993 volumes classified during the year. This does not include 
the classification of many pamphlets and of much minor material 
in special sections of the Library. The largest group to which 
shortened numbers were given was the special textbook collection. 

Public catalog. The number of cards, temporary and permanent, 
in the public catalog is now over 168,000; the conditions remain 
the same as last year, namely, the special libraries of law, legislation 
and medicine are not included and a large part of the catalog is 
made up of temporary cards. 

Serial catalog. This catalog now contains 3300 sheets, a growth 
of about 700 sheets during the year. The chief work of the serial 
cataloger is, however, not in preparing new sheets but in making 
the constantly increasing additions to the sheets already in the 
catalog. 

Special duplicate catalogs. The duplicate catalog in the American 
history alcove now contains for the genealogic portion about 3500 
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cards and for the local history about 5000 cards, or a total of 8500. 
In the Library School study room the special dictionary catalog of 
bibliography and library economy has increased to 20,000 cards 
in 40 trays and the classed catalog of bibliography includes about 
4700 cards. 

Printed cards. There were received 7623 sets of Library of 
Congress printed catalog cards, at a cost of $594.68, as shown in 
the table below. This makes a total of 45,045 sets received since the 
fire of 191 1.

The annual subscription to the galley proof which precedes the 
cards was $25. 

Shelflists. There were 12,642 volumes entered in the main shelf - 
list during the year, making a total of 61,520 volumes recorded on 
about 28,000 cards. The shelflists for directories, periodicals and 
the other special collections contain about 4800 additional cards.

To these must be added copies of cards for books cataloged for 
the State Library, not already represented in the Universal catalog, 
the salvaged cards placed in the file, and other miscellaneous entries 
which, for 1915, make a total of over 50,000, A large earlier 
shipment from the John Crerar Library was also filed during the 
year, which brought the catalog to date except for the salvaged 
cards. The catalog was spread over the next block of 270 trays 
and now fills 1050 trays and contains over 750,000 cards. The 
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work of alphabeting and filing the tens of thousands of cards cur- 
rently added each year to this indispensable bibliographic apparatus 
is so considerable and onerous as to draw special attention to the 
faithful and persistent work of the members of the staff of the 
catalog section. 

About 7000 guides were lettered during the summer for the 
Universal catalog, completing the guiding through MAR and for 
the letters Q and R. This is considerably more than half the entire 
catalog, which when fully guided will contain over 25,000 guides.

The smaller number of cards received in 191 5 is probably due 
to the European War. 

A. L. A. periodical cards. There have been received ten pack- 
ages (no. 316-325), amounting to 1608 titles or to 8040 cards. A 
tentative arrangement of these cards has been begun and about 1700 
titles from the earlier shipments have been filed in two alphabets, 
one by authors and the other by subjects. 

Agricultural experiment station cards. A single shipment of looo 
cards was received in September 1915. These cards have not yet 
been incorporated in the finally arranged file. 

Netherlands cards. The cards received from the Royal Library at 
the Hague number 4936. The work of arranging these cards is 
progressing slowly, as other work allows. 



SHELF SECTION 
Stacks. The original stack-erection contract omitted the two 
lower levels of the main stack (room 31) and the third level of the 
legislative reference and law library stacks (room 211). An appro- 
priation was made by the Legislature of 1913 for the installation 
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of these levels, but while the drawings and specifications for the 
work were ready in August 1913, and the contract let in July 1914, 
work was not actually begun until September 3, 1914. The final 
inspection by the architects was made on May 7, 191 5, and the 
levels were in actual use soon after. 

The following variations from the original scheme of installation 
were deemed advisable: 

A wire-mesh inclosure with locked doors was put in the third 
level of room 211, for the law and legislative reference libraries. 

Closets were installed in place of the useless narrow roller 
shelving occurring at certain steel columns in the newspaper equip- 
ment of the new levels of room 31. 

Locking bars, with padlocks, were provided for certain of the 
steel roller-bearing drawer sections on several levels in room 31, for 
the more valuable newspaper rarities, engravings, sheet maps, 
broadsides etc. for which no other place had been provided. 

Specially braced steel book-supports for folios shelved on edge, 
and for certain heavy quartos. 

Movable " consultation shelves " large enough for atlases and 
newspaper volumes. These are adjustable to the face of any 
standard width tier in any Art Metal stack, at any height for a 
person either standing or seated, and have already proved useful, 
not only for consulting large volumes, but in sorting and check- 
ing pamphlet material, much of which will be necessary for years 
to come. A number of these shelves are available on each stack 
level. 

These variations were all included in the stack contract without 
additional cost, the locking bars, braced book-supports and consulta- 
tion shelves being new features devised by the shelf curator, and 
consequently not in use anywhere else. All the variations were 
included in exchange for certain types of shelves with which we 
were oversupplied under the original contract. 

Newspaper collection. Some progress was made in checking up 
and preparing for the shelves the mass of unbound newspapers 
received from various sources since the fire. It is regrettable that 
most of the unbound portion of one large gift, being parts of sets 
of New York City papers printed between 1889 and 1907, was in 
such bad condition because of storage in too hot a place before 
its receipt by the State Library, that it was deemed not worth hand- 
ling, and so was entirely discarded. Fortunately it was mostly 
duplicated in bound sets, but unfortunately the part in the poorest 
condition was not duplicate.

There is a large collection yet to be handled, most of which will 
undoubtedly prove to be duplicate, but when it is considered that 
some long sets like the Albany Journal and the Argus should be 
collated before the unbound sets are disposed of (and these are 
only mentioned as typical of many sets), the slowness of this kind 
of work and the care necessary will be appreciated. The oppor- 
tunity for replacing this kind of original historical material grows 
every year less and less. 

There have been two notable newspaper additions during the year : 
one, from the Utica Public Library, consisting of a bound set of the 
New York Times from June 1901 through 1913, in very fine con- 
dition and presumably complete, together with several early volumes 
of the Albany Argus ; the other, from the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, being a photostat reproduction of the New York Historical 
Society's copy of the Boston Newsletter for 1708. 

About sixty volumes of early American papers, such as the 
Columbian Centinel, the New England Palladium and the Boston 
Gazette, all in fairly good condition, were bound during the year. 
Nothing was done with the earlier volumes, some of which will 
require considerable repairing, as well as careful refolding in 
certain cases. 

The chronologic catalog of newspapers, mentioned in the report 
for 1914, page 29, was carried through the letter G. As the arrange- 
ment under each year is by name of place, the separate place 
catalog will not be continued. 

Fire Marshal's office. Under the provisions of the Laws of 

1914, chapter 4, the Director of the State Library was, in effect, 
made responsible for closing up the affairs of the State Fire 
Marshal, whose office was abolished by the same act; and by 
chapters 234, 341 and 347, he was directed to transfer the books, 
papers, records and property to the officers made responsible for 
continuing such duties of that officer as were not entirely done away 
with. This work took part of the time of the shelf curator (with 
the assistance at times of laborers from the maintenance force of 
the Education Department) between February 15 and May i, 

1915. It is perhaps worth mention that while chapter 341 authorized 
the destruction of all printed matter not useful in continuing the 
work under other departments, and that a large part of the printed 
matter was stated to be of no value by the office to which the work 
was assigned, such destruction was hardly completed before it was 
found that a shortage in appropriations forbade the reprinting of 
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many things, and there was an immediate demand for whatever had 
not been destroyed. Fortunately the shelf curator had foreseen to 
some extent exactly what happened and had saved a supply of each 
publication of the department, thereby demonstrating that the im- 
mediate destruction of seemingly useless printed matter is not 
always wise, even though legalized. 

REFERENCE SECTION 

Public use of the Library. The year has brought a very con- 
siderable increase in the use of the reading rooms. A most healthy 
sign is the large number of people using the Library in the evenings 
and Saturday afternoons. This indicates the serious use of the 
collections for study and research by business men, students and 
others employed during the day. The large use of the Library by 
students in the State College for Teachers was in a measure unex- 
pected and unprepared for. A considerable number of books needed 
by them, not already in the Library, has been purchased, but a 
much larger number must be bought before the demand can be 
adequately met. 

Another indication of the serious use made of the Library is the 
large number of books reserved at the reading desks for continued 
consultation. About half the total number of readingrroom desks 
have such groups of books reserved for schools, study clubs, debate 
work, college courses, newspaper men and individual investigators. 

Limited appropriations have retarded the extremely necessary 
work of adjusting our collections to the public needs. It is only 
natural in a library as young as this, that these needs can often be 
met very inadequately. Our collections are still somewhat unbal- 
anced, somewhat haphazard. Each day reveals important subjects 
insufficiently represented, important books not yet purchased, new 
demands and opportunities for service not anticipated or prepared 
for. The shaping of our collections to meet adequately the demands 
and to fit the Library for its high place among the State's educa- 
tional institutions is the primary immediate task. The time has 
passed when a library can be constructed according to a fixed plan. 
Like all living things its efficiency will in the long run be measured 
by its power of adaptation to changing conditions. Especially is 
this true of this Library. Closely allied to the educational system of 
the State (which is itself in a marked degree in a stage of tran- 
sition), serving a State subject to continual political change, the 
problem of adjustment is constant and vital ; the Library's place has 
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not only to be made but to be constantly remade. It is fully believed 
that if means are provided the State Library can become one 
cornerstone of an adequate state educational system, that it can, in 
connection with the school, so organize the neglected field of adult 
education as to perform a real service both to the State and to its 
citizens. 

Loans. There were 33,369 books lent from the general library 
to 2052 registered borrowers, including 103 1 state employees, 625 
special borrowers and 396 institutions. No record is kept of books 
used in the reading rooms. 

Interlibrary loans. There can be no doubt that the idea of a 
central library is still somewhat unfamiliar to the library world, 
even in New York, the pioneer state in this field. It is, however, 
certain that with the development of the parcel post, the inter- 
library loan service will grow into what may prove to be one of the 
Library's most important activities. Several facts militate against 
the development of this service, chiefly that our present collections 
are inadequate and in large measure unsuited to the purpose. It is 
hoped that means may be found to remedy this condition. The 
furnishing of information by mail is a natural complement of inter- 
library loans. For this work the Library is now well equipped and 
the amount done is greater than in the old library. Requests for 
information were unusually frequent during the summer months, 
promising a large growth for the coming year in this very important 
field. 

Periodical room. The Library receives currently 3445 peri- 
odicals, including newspapers, but excluding documents checked by 
the legislative reference section. The additions during the year 
were 259, distributed among the various subjects in which the 
Library specializes. 

The reference work dealing with the back sets showed a very 
satisfactory improvement over the previous year, due to the gradual 
filling of gaps. The newspapers, numbering 87 dallies and weeklies 
(in frequent demand at any time) last year proved indispensable to 
our readers in following the progress of the present war, and also 
of great value to members of the Constitutional Convention in the 
prosecution of their duties. Observation shows an increase in the 
number of readers and also in the calls for reference material in 
preference to the popular magazine literature. 

Limited appropriations make impossible the purchase and care of 
many hundred periodicals of the first importance. Although the 
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European War, by interrupting the publication of numerous expen- 
sive periodicals, liberated a considerable fund, it was impossible to 
keep up with even the important new publications in the fields of the 
Library's collections. This fact operates seriously to decrease the 
efficiency of the service. 

Education collection. In addition to the regular work of the 
education section a few new lines have been taken up, including the 
indexing of valuable articles and useful items in educational 
periodicals not at present covered by any of the magazine indexes, 
and an index analysis of the latest reports of the education depart- 
ments of the several states of the Union. 

The clippings collection on education and allied topics has been 
classified and temporarily arranged. In addition to the clippings 
received regularly from the debate section, arrangement has been 
made to file current newspaper clippings, received from the clipping 
bureaus and not retained by the Education Department officials. 
This arrangement began in May and included an accumulation 
dating from January 1915. These clippings are for the most part 
classified and temporarily filed. 

The documents section completed the checking of the state and 
city education documents and these were arranged on the seventh 
level of the stack, except the current report of the states and largest 
cities, which are, for convenience, kept in the education alcove. 

The use of the section by readers, the requests for assistance 
through correspondence, and the circulation of books all increased 
during the year. Many more demands on the section also came 
from the various divisions of the Education Department. While no 
statistics can be given to show the use of the section by readers in 
person, the following table of monthly circulation for the past two 
years indicates interesting growth. The total difference shows an 
increase of 451 volumes. 
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Textbook collection, A textbook collection of about 10,000 
volumes has been formed by adding to the large number of advanced 
and college texts already in the Library, elementary and secondary 
textbooks and a considerable number of related books on methods 
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of teaching, and various teachers' aids. These additions were 
acquired largely by gift from the publishers. An attempt was made 
to cover as adequately as possible the newer subjects, such as texts 
for manual training, agriculture, vocational work, industrial educa- 
tion, home economics, school games and dramatics. 

The collection is at the service of teachers of the State. Its uses 
must be self-evident; that is, it would seem that all teachers should 
have a first-hand knowledge of the best textbooks in the subjects 
and grades they are teaching; again it is not always possible to say 
that one textbook is markedly better than others in the same sub- 
ject; it may often be wise to use different textbooks for supple- 
mentary work; a comparative study of textbooks might lead to 
valuable suggestions as to methods of presentation of material; 
more advanced textbooks should be able to furnish teachers with 
more adequate knowledge of their subjects than would otherwise be 
possible. 

It is hoped that teachers throughout the State will make frequent 
use of the collection and inform the Library of any methods by 
which its efficiency can be increased. 

American local history and genealogy. Miss Katharine B. 
Judson was appointed sublibrarian in charge of the history collec- 
tion, January i, 1915, and Miss Elizabeth P. Robinson, previously in 
charge, was assigned to the main reference desk on that date. It 
seems fitting at this time to record the excellence of Miss Robinson's 
service in the difficult pioneer work of organizing the collection and 
initiating the public into the many mysteries of its use. 

To make the contents of the chief genealogical periodicals more 
accessible, index cards have been made for family genealogies in the 
New York Genealogical and Biographical Record, beyond volume 
38, where the printed index ends. The same needs to be done for 
the New England Register beyond 1908, unless the promised printed 
index appears shortly. An index should also be made, as oppor- 
tunity offers, of coats of arms, as search for these now results in a 
serious loss of time. 

Circulation of genealogies, generally speaking, has been dis- 
continued, and the circulation of local histories is being more 
restricted. Duplicates of county histories and of the more important 
city histories should be added to the collection gradually, as they 
can be picked up, so that the State Library may give the utmost 
assistance both to state applicants who can not come to Albany, and 
to those who come from a distance to spend a day or two here 
among the history books. 
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Every effort is being made to render the collection more readily 
accessible to readers : the ends of th^ stacks have been labeled ; lists 
of cotmties of the various states have been posted, which seem to be 
noted quickly and understood ; for Connecticut and Massachusetts, 
lists of the towns, alphabetically arranged, showing the counties in 
which they are located, have been prepared and made readily avail- 
able; for Connecticut, the divisions and redivisions of each town, 
with date of change, are given ; for Massachusetts, only the date of 
incorporation of the town is given, but the list should be expanded 
into the same form as for Connecticut ; other states will be similarly 
treated. This treatment answers the objection of those who prefer 
the alphabetic arrangement for New England towns. 

Tentative plans have been made for a list of New York State 
church records, including copies of gravestone inscriptions, whether 
or not in the State Library. A beginning has been made of listing 
titles in the Burhans collection in New York City, and in the 
Holland Society's collection. 

" Suggestions for Genealogical Research," a i6 page pamphlet for 
beginners in genealogy, was printed during the year. 

In cooperation with the order section, material bearing both 
directly and indirectly upon American pageants has been collected, 
and a bibliography prepared, including serviceable magazine articles. 

Debate collection. Supplementing the main reference collection 
a special collection on current affairs is maintained to serve debating 
clubs, libraries, schools and colleges throughout the State. The 
collection consists largely of pamphlets, documents and magazine 
clippings, all of which furnish more recent information than books. 
The book collection, however, is varied and thoroughly supports 
the other material. 

The Library is ready to offer suggestions and material for form- 
ing and organizing debating societies and clubs and also to furnish 
material on parliamentary law and the principles and practice of 
debating, and information needed for intelligent discussion of im- 
portant public questions, such as agricultural credit, rights of neutral 
states. United States defenses, woman suffrage, military training 
in schools, compulsory military service, etc. New subjects are 
added as their discussion appears in newspapers and periodicals. 
The collection includes certain recent subjects which hardly admit 
of debate, but are of enough general interest and importance to 
justify their presence in the clippings file. 

In connection with its other work, the debate collection kept 
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during the year a portrait file consisting of photographs and repro- 
ductions of portraits of prominent men and women of the time. 

For the year ending September 30, 1915, the circulation of debate 
material alone, including parcel post service, amounted to 4131 
items, sent to libraries and schools in all parts of the State. 

Exhibits. The chief exhibits shown in the rotunda at the 
entrance to the reading room were the following : 

A series of views of the bell towers of Belgium and Holland, 
including beautiful lithographic color prints of Belgian spires and 
towers. The larger part of the exhibit was loaned by Mr William 
Gorham Rice, who had collected it while preparing his book on the 
" Carillons of Belgium and Holland." Mr Rice's collection was 
supplemented by interesting old views, maps and prints from the 
Library's collections. 

School architecture, an exhibit made in connection with the 
Albany meeting of the New York State Teachers Association. In 
this exhibit were a number of photostat prints which were made in 
the Library, an experiment in determining the value of the photo- 
stat for exhibit work and which indicated a considerable field for 
the instrument. 

Books, manuscripts and pictures relating to Abraham Lincoln. 
These included a photograph, thought to be the only one in existence, 
of the second Emancipation proclamation, the original of which 
was destroyed in the Chicago fire; a series of interesting con- 
temporary cartoons of Lincoln; a collection of biographies of 
Lincoln in foreign languages ; a series of portraits of Lincoln ; and 
many similar items from the Library's collection of Lincolniana. 

Material illustrating the signing of the Treaty of Ghent. This 
comprised contemporary and early histories of the War of 1812, 
material on the Battle of New Orleans, old engravings and broad- 
sides connected with the war, and views of the old city of Ghent. 

A sixteenth century plan of the city of Rouen. A series of helio- 
gravure reproductions in color of drawings made in 1524-25, in 
connection with a survey of the city's water supply. The views, 
beautifully executed, are of special interest on account of a peculiar 
combination of projection and perspective. 

A series of Civil War studies by Edwin Forbes, illustrating the 
daily life of the Union army. 

Studies of American Indian life by Edward S. Curtis, being 
plates from his " North American Indian." 

Original manuscript documents illustrating the constitutional 
history of the State. This exhibit comprised the originals of the

but also containing facts not in print anywhere, possibly in many 
cases not elsewhere in existence. One small unbound volume is 
worth particular notice because of the delightful way in which 
it seems to show us the man back of all this scholarly activity. 
It is entitled " Sketches of the field and camp in a series of letters 
from a sanitary inspector to the little folks at home. Vol. i. 
Washington, Feb. 1862." The title sufficiently indicates the char- 
acter of these sketches. Among the separate papers, which amount 
to several hundred, the most important groups are those relating 
to the Civil War, forestry, meteorology, colleges and universities, 
the early settlement of the various states, and the history of The 
University of the State of New York. 

Church records, A typewritten copy of the records of the Stone 
Arabia Lutheran Church was received from the New York Genea- 
logical and Biographical Society. The volumes copied contain 
Lutheran records as early as 1751 and also a few Reformed records 
for 1739-60. It is unfortunate that our appropriation has not 
permitted us to continue the subscription to this series of copies. 
In the records of the early churches is preserved much family 
history of the eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries, which for 
later generations is embodied in public records. The records of the 
Rhinebeck Lutheran (Old Stone) Church, mentioned on page 37 
of the report for 1914, have been photographed and a copy furnished 
the church ; the original remains with the Library. The Red Hook 
Lutheran Church has deposited its records under a similar agree- 
ment (namely, that the church receive a copy). The history of this 
church has unusual features which add to the interest of its 
records; organized about 1715 at Pink's Corner, in the town of 
Rhinebeck, as a German Reformed church, it held property jointly 
with the German Lutheran (Old Stone) Church (organized about 
the same time) until 1729, when separate buildings were erected 
a short distance apart and in the old neighborhood; in 1802 this 
Reformed church moved two miles north to the village of Red 
Hook and about 1840 became Lutheran. 

The "chronicle" of the Rev. W. C. Berkenmeyer, 1731-50, con- 
stituting a journal of his ministerial activities, gives much of the 
history of the Lutheran churches of the Hudson and Mohawk val- 
leys. This valuable record is now in the possession of the Lutheran 
Historical Society at Gettysburg, Pa., but was courteously lent to 
us that we might photograph it. At the same time another copy was 
made for one of the Lutheran churches in New York City and 
one for the custodians. The " Records of the Reformed Protestant 
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Dutch Church of Duanesburgh, N. Y., 1798-1804," 12 type- 
written pages, were presented by Mrs Qiarlotte T. Luckhurst of 
Schenectady. 

Other additions. The original oaths of office signed and sworn 
to by George CUnton on his reelection to the governorship in 1801 
were presented to the Library by Mr John D. Crimmins. The three 
oaths follow one another on the same page ; in the first, the Governor 
pledges himself " to perform the trust reposed in [him] as Gover- 
•nor of the State of New York, by executing the Laws and maintain- 
ing the peace freedom and Independence of the said State in con- 
formity to the powers delegated unto [him] by the Constitution of 
the said State " ; in the second, he promises *' to support the Con- 
stitution of the United States " ; and in the third, he declares that he 
does " renounce and abjure all allegiance and subjection to all and 
every foreign King, prince, potentate and State, in all matters 
Ecclesiastical as well as Civil and that [he] will bear faith and true 
allegiance to the State of New York as a free and Independent 
State." 

To our orderly books has been added a copy of that of the Loyalist 
Brigadier General Oliver DeLancey, jr, Feb. 4, 1777-June 30, 1778; 
the original is a quarto volume of 192 pages and was in private 
hands when the copy was made. 

Photographic copies were made for the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington of some very interesting letters in the possession of 
Mr James H. Manning of Albany and, with the permission of the 
owner, advantage was taken of the opportunity to secure similar 
copies for this Library. The letters include one of Abraham Clark, 
two of John Hancock, and five very unusual ones of William 
Hooper, all signers of the Declaration of Independence, and also 
letters of General Philip Schuyler, J. C. Calhoun and E. C. Genet. 
A copy was also made for Mr Manning of a holograph letter of 
George Washington to the mayor, aldermen and commonalty of 
the City of Albany, and at the same time a copy for our own 
collections. 

A request from Mrs W. W. Styles for information about Captain 
John Potter, a Revolutionary soldier, brought to notice an original 
journal kept by Captain Potter while serving at Peekskill and White 
Plains in 1778 and 1779 as lieutenant and paymaster of Colonel 
Ezra Wood's regiment of Massachusetts militia. The journal was 
lent to us by Mrs Styles and with her consent a photostat copy was 
made.

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In pursuing investigations in the New York Historical Society, 
Mr George Austin Morrison, jr, discovered an original muster roll 
of Captain Barnardus Swartout's company of Colonel John Frear's 
regiment of Dutchess county militia *' taken June the 6th 1778 per 
Will"*. Lawson Clark [i. e. clerk of the company] ". A large 
proportion of these names do not appear on our Revolutionary 
records, which are very deficient for Colonel Frear's regiment, and 
we are indebted to Mr Morrison for both typewritten and photo- 
graphic copies of this muster roll. 

Transfers from other departments. Twelve volumes of original 
records of patents, 1664-1786, were transferred to our vault by 
the Secretary of State. These are the records copied under act of 
1786 because of their worn condition, and it is the copies which are 
used for reference so that the original volumes need be referred 
to only occasionally. 

The Constitutional Convention by formal resolution required the 
deposit of "all books, papers and records of the convention, not 
required to be filed with the Secretary of State or otherwise pro- 
vided for by order of the convention, in the State Library." The 
records and papers of the convention and its committees were there- 
fore at adjournment sent to the Library. On a number of occasions 
the papers filed with the committees have proved of interest to 
investigators. 

Records transferred from the Conservation Commission include 
over 1000 assessment rolls of towns in which the State owns land. 
The period covered is from 1886 to 191 1. 

The records and files of the abolished department of the State 
Fire Marshal were also transferred to the Library, except such as 
dealt with functions assigned to some other state department. 

Local town records transferred to the custody of the University 
and received by the Public Records Division were transferred to the 
Library on the reorganization of the division. They include i*ecords 
of the towns of De Peyster, St Lawrence county; Half moon, Sara- 
toga county; HartsviUe, Steuben county; and Schaghticoke, Rens- 
selaer county. 

Photostat. In October 1914 a photostat was installed and has 
already proved its great value to the Library and the entire Educa- 
tion Department. During the year 4789 prints were made ; of these, 
932 were for various sections of the Library, the most important 
single item being the reproduction of the Berkenmeyer chronicle; 
884 prints were for other divisions of the University, more than 
three-fourths of these being the digest of legal decisions relating to 
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education, prepared for the committees of the Constitutional Con- 
vention ; 998 prints were for other departments of the state govern- 
ment, principally the Efficiency and Economy Commission and the 
Constitutional Convention ; and 1975 prints were furnished individ- 
uals and institutions outside the state service. The fees received for 
the last class of work and turned into the state treasury amounted 
to $89.72; photographic paper and supplies furnished by the 
Efficiency and Economy Commission and others amounted to about 
$60. 

There has been a general appreciation of the value of photo- 
graphic copies of our manuscript records, furnishing accurate 
facsimiles of handwriting, spelling, punctuation and signatures. 
The printed copies of such important state papers as the constitu- 
tions of this State do not agree with each other or with the engrossed 
originals in all details of spelling and punctuation, a certified type- 
written copy is liable to similar errors, but the photographic copies 
of the engrossed originals have no such faults. Because of the large 
proportion of our papers in the Dutch language and the mutilated 
condition of many, both the English and the Dutch, transcription by 
typewriter is necessarily laborious and demands expert knowledge 
not needed in the case of later and better preserved records of the 
State. The photographic copy requires no expert to make or to 
revise it and shows without further explanation the reason for 
gaps in its text. The process has also proved very useful in repro- 
ducing maps which would otherwise have required careful tracing 
by an expert draftsman. A very general use has also been made 
of it for reproducing pages, chapters and illustrations in printed 
works, especially genealogy and local history. 

Early Dutch records of Albany. Except for the time given to 
answering historical inquiries received by mail, the chief archivist 
devoted the past year to revising and preparing for the press the 
translations of Dutch records in the Albany county clerk's office, 
which were made about fifty years ago by the late Prof. Jonathan 
Pearson of Union College and which in the summer of 1914 were, 
by the translator's sons, Dr W. L. Pearson and Mr John M. Pear- 
son, of Schenectady, placed at the disposal of the State Library 
for publication. These records include Deeds, v.3-4, 1678-1704; 
Notarial Papers, v.1-2, 1660-95; Mortgages, v.i, 16S&-60; Wills, 
v.i, 1685-1765; and one volume of minutes of the court of Fort 
Orange and Beverwyck, 1658-59, bound up with the volume of 
Mortgages just mentioned. Except the court minutes, the trans- 
lations of all these records were carefully revised by comparison 
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with the originals, which, by kind permission of the Hon. William J. 
Grattan, county clerk, were successively borrowed by the State 
Library for that purpose. Proof has already been received of the 
translations of the two volumes of Deeds, which form a direct 
continuation of the volume published by Professor Pearson in 1869 
under the title " Early Records of the City and County of Albany, 
and Colony of Rensselaerswyck, 1656-1675," and the annotation and 
final editing of the remaining records are well advanced, so that 
the entire set may be expected to appear soon, probably in three 
octavo volumes, which will add substantially to the material now 
available in print relating to the early settlements of Albany and 
vicinity. 

To render the sources of information complete, it is desirable that 
the State Library undertake also the translation and publication of 
the series of court minutes running from the establishment of the 
first court of the village of Beverwyck in 1652 to the organization 
of the mayor's court in 1686, of which the above-mentioned minutes 
of 1658-59 form a part and of which another section covering the 
period 1656-57 is in volume 16 of the New York Colonial Manu- 
scripts in the State Library. Besides shedding a flood of light on 
the daily life of the community at a very early period of its exist- 
ence, these minutes furnish a clue to the meaning of many bonds 
and depositions recorded in the volumes now being published, so 
that their availability for study in connection with these volumes 
becomes essential. While it may not be wise to urge the publica- 
tion of these court minutes at present, in view of the inevitable 
further delay which this undertaking would cause in editing the 
records of the Director General and Council qf New Netherland, 
on which work had been begun when Professor Pearson's transla- 
tions were presented to the Library, it is believed that no effort 
should be spared to translate and publish at the earliest opportunity 
all that remains of the early Dutch records of Albany county. 

MEDICAL LIBRARY 
In the medical library the past year showed increased activities 
in all lines, a growing clientele, and a gradual extension of service 
throughout the State, not to be estimated accurately in figures. 
Books were sent to physicians and institutions as far south as Long 
Island, as far west as Rochester and as far north as St Lawrence 
and Clinton counties ; and requests for bibliographies and informa- 
tion were received from all corners of the State. 
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The war retarded growth (by making it difficult and often im- 
possible to get books from Europe) and also to some extent the 
circulation, and lack of assistants prevented additional hours of 
opening, but the library is coming to be relied upon by many 
physicians and students as well as by certain state departments, as 
a necessary adjunct, and is making every effort to prove itself indis- 
pensable to the medical profession of the State. 

The usual lines of work were followed. In addition to adminis- 
tration of its reading room and to its reference work, the section 
did its own temporary cataloging, accessioned several hundred 
volumes, classified and listed an unrecorded number of pamphlets, 
and collated about half the volumes sent by it to the bindery. The 
catalog was further enriched by subject cards for books relating to 
medicine, but classed elsewhere in the Library. 

It has not yet been possible to sort and arrange the duplicates, 
which would be very valuable for exchange purposes, nor to list 
much unbound material which has accumulated. 

During the fall of 1914 room 221 was furnished with tables and 
chairs, making it possible to send notices to secretaries of neighbor- 
ing medical societies stating that a room was now at their disposal, 
as had been promised when the building was constructed. From 
October to June the Albany County Medical Society, the Homoeo- 
pathic Medical Society of the County of Albany and the Monday 
Night Club held six evening meetings with a total attendance of 
117; several committee conferences were held; and individual 
physicians used the room for private study and had access to 
reserved books there on evenings when the reading room was closed. 

Evening use. As previously, the reading room was open two 
evenings a week during the eight-months college term. The demand 
for evening privileges becomes more insistent each year, as is 
attested not only by increased attendance on open evenings but by 
the number of medical books called for at the main desk and reserves 
requested for use in the general reading room when the medical 
room is closed. The medical library should be open every evening 
but with the present staff it is not possible to provide necessary 
attendants. 

Circulation. A system of intersection loans was arranged and 
the lists of borrowers revised accordingly so that no names except 
those of state employees, who have universal privileges, are dupli- 
cated in the various files. There were added to the medical library 
list 141 new borrowers, 33 of whom resided outside Albany. Of 
the total 433 borrowers, 120 are nonresidents. 
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The circulation amounted to 2128 volumes, an increase of 391 
over last year. 

In spite of augmented facilities which called forth many favorable 
comments from readers, it was necessary to borrow 24 times from 
other libraries. The library of the United States Surgeon General's 
Office, the Boston Public Library, Columbia University and the 
New York Academy of Medicine extended this courtesy. Upon 
the first named 15 calls were made and 34 volumes received at an 
average expense of 58 cents a volume to the borrowing physician, 
though many of the packages contained a single number of a 
periodical which, but for lack of funds, should have been on the 
State Library shelves.

A special effort has been made to acquire works requested by 
the new faculty of the Albany Medical College arid to complete 
periodical sets. The latter undertaking has been seriously handi- 
capped by the interruption of transportation facilities by the war. 
In common with all libraries our current files have suffered from the 
suspension of many foreign journals. It has been estimated that at 
least 300 European medical periodicals have ceased publication, and 
those still issued are often delayed in shipment. On this account 
the number of volumes added during the year was lessened and it 
is impossible to make an exact count of periodicals now being 
received. No new titles have been added to the list.

LEGISLATIVE REFERENCE SECTION 

Use by Legislature and Constitutional Convention. During the 
legislative session of 191 5 the members using the section numbered 
about the same as in 1914. This use was, in most instances, direct, 
in others by clerks, messenger or mail. Before the adjournment 
of the Legislature the Constitutional Convention met. For this 
latter body special preparation was made by the collection of the 
constitutions of the forty-eight states, together with the constitu- 
tional debates relating to them. The reference material of the sec- 
tion was in constant daily use by the delegates and special research 
was made by members of the staff on questions submitted. The 
section daily supplied seven libraries outside the State with copies 
of the .current documents of the convention and in addition cared 
for numerous individual requests. 

Legislative reference material. At the beginning of the year 
about 31,000 items of various kinds were available in this section 
for reference use. Before the end of the year 2434 pamphlets, 129 
bound volumes, 600 articles in pockets and folders and 500 news- 
paper clippings had been added, making a total of about 34,000 
items. The number of items loaned totaled 958. 

This annual accretion of 4000 to 5000 items has given rise to 
the problem of obtaining space for their care. The problem has 
been solved by carefully gleaning all old material from the reference 
files, with the result that there is now adequate space for the increase 
for several years. The material removed from the files consists 
wholly of references to questions now well settled or no longer an 
issue. It has not been destroyed but has been placed in the stacks, 
arranged in the order of its classification so that it may be instantly 
available if needed. 

Index to state legislation. The completion of the indexes of 
legislation 1909-13 still remains as the task of the legislative refer- 
ence section. But little progress was made on this work last year. 
The work done and that still to be done on the indexes are as 
follows :

Constitutional decisions 1909, 1910 and 1913 
The constitutional decisions for 1909-10 are not indexed, those 
for 1913 are indexed but not edited. 
Estimate of time necessary to complete work. It is estimated 
that to complete the work will take the full time of two persons at 
least two and one-half years, at a cost for labor alone of from 
$5000 to $6000. If the present plan of working on these indexes is . 
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continued, two years from now will see the indexes but half com- 
pleted. Other demands, in both the legislative reference section and 
the law library; intrude to call away the persons assigned the task of 
indexing to other tasks which demand immediate attention. 

It would appear from the foregoing presentation that the legisla- 
tive indexes have become a problem. Two solutions present them- 
selves : one, to assign two or three persons to the task of completing 
the indexes and require no other work of them until the indexes are 
in the hands of the printer ; the other, to drop the work where it is, 
the latter course being advisable only in case the work must be so 
delayed that three or four years would elapse before its completion. 

Government documents. The receipts of documents and other 
oiEcial publications show the following : annuals, 2801 ; serials, 880 ; 
^fts, 343 bound volumes and 3166 pamphlets. 

The situation with respect to government documents is far from 
the library ideal of instant and efficient service. The task of caring 
for the current documents and at the same time for accumulations 
of the past few years is beyond the ability of the present staff. 
There is immediate need of additional help to sort, checklist, plate, 
and place on the shelves the mass of unsorted and unarranged 
documents scattered about in the various stack levels. Further- 
more, before and during the legislative session the full-time services 
of one page are absolutely necessary for the legislative reference 
work. Much work, requiring extra help, needs to be done if the 
section is to be in condition to meet efficiently the demands that 
may be made on it by the Legislature. 

LAW LIBRARY 

Cases and briefs. The cases and briefs on appeal in the Court 
of Appeals and the Appellate Division, which are received from 
the clerks of these courts and bound up in this Library, show a 
steady increase. During the past year about 980 new volumes 
were made up, bound and placed on the shelves, some 130 more 
than in 1914. The task of arranging and otherwise preparing these 
for binding fills the time of one assistant and half the time of 
another. - Evidently the full time of two assistants will be required 
at no distant day. 

The sorting, arranging and binding of the great mass of cases 
and briefs of cases decided before the fire, which are shelved in 
the main stack, is yet to be begun. When the duplicate material, 
the work on which is well advanced, has been classified and 
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checked, it is possible that a beginning can be made with these 
records and briefs. No satisfactory progress, however, can ever 
be made by members of the staff working at odd times, and a 
special appropriation for this work is needed. The collection is 
not only incomplete but fragmentary. A systematic search for all 
cases and briefs decided before the fire, which it may be possible to 
obtain, should be begun at once. Undoubtedly these old cases are 
constantly being destroyed in all parts of the State, and the matter 
should not be delayed longer. The cost would be insignificant, 
namely, that of sending a circular letter to the members of the bar 
who were in practice before March 191 1 and to the families of 
deceased judges and prominent attorneys, and occasional traveling 
expenses of someone to inspect collections and interview persons 
owning them. This is even more important than arranging and 
binding the cases on hand, for the latter, at least, are not being 
destroyed. 

The work of indexing the cases and briefs in the 813 volumes 
deposited with the State Library by the Court of Appeals (see 
report for 1913, page 48), is nearing completion. 

Appropriation. The law library is, by the annual appropriation, 
allowed $2500 for books, serials and binding, but the binding is 
actually paid for out of the general library appropriation, amount- 
ing during the past year to approximately $1100. In addition $2700 
was assigned to the law library from-moneys not specifically appro- 
priated to it. Thus $6300 was spent for law library books, serials 
and binding. 

The appropriation, even with the moneys allowed from other 
fimds, is quite insufficient to maintain a law library of the scope of 
this. At the end of the year over $2500 worth of selected current 
publications, of which the law library is in immediate need, had 
not been purchased because of lack of means. Were they to be 
purchased now (as they should be) the entire law library appro- 
priation for the coming year would be exhausted. The continua- 
tion orders alone for last year exceeded $2800 and will exceed that 
during the coming year. The cost of binding, owing to the con- 
stantly increasing number of cases and briefs, can not be kept at 
the present figures. Current publications, such as treatises, text- 
books and digests, will show the normal increase and should be 
kept to date. The library is specially weak in up-to-date digests. 
These are very expensive, but without them the practically com- 
plete sets of court reports can not be used to the full. Digests, 
indeed, multiply so rapidly and cost so much that discouragingly 
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large and constantly increasing sums must be spent each year by 
a large law library for " scissors and paste " books which are soon 
superseded and which add nothing to the library's real substance. 

Not only should the current material be kept up but to the 
excellent collections already established, such as statutes, trials 
etc., additions should be made. From time to time reasonable 
offers of this class of material are received, and if they are not 
taken advantage of the ultimate cost will be regrettably increased. 

The needs of the law library call for an annual appropriation of 
$15,000. 

Editing of New York session laws. The editing of the session 
laws is now done under the supervision of the law librarian, 
instead of under dual supervision by the law librarian and the 
legislative reference librarian as formerly. 

The 1915 index is considerably shorter than that for 1914, the 
number of pages being as follows: 1914, 324 pages; 1915, 257 
pages. The greater part of the difference is due to the fact that in 
1914 the session laws contained revisions of the banking law and 
surrogates' code, which were minutely indexed, while no corre- 
sponding lengthy acts were enacted in 1915. The net saving on 
the usual run of legislation is about 20 pages. This was effected 
by eliminating many headings formerly used but now considered 
unnecessary, and is really considerable when it is taken into con- 
sideration that 729 laws were enacted in 1915 as against 532 in 
1914. 

The cumulation of the two tables showing changes in the laws 
was continued. It was thought best to continue the cumulation of 
the table showing changes in the consolidated laws, though this is 
the seventh year of cumulation. The original intention was to 
cumulate for five years only, but in 1914, the sixth year, in view of 
the desirability of such a cumulative table and the possibility of a 
new official edition of the consolidated laws, it was decided to con- 
tinue the cumulative feature indefinitely. This is the plan fol- 
lowed in Massachusetts where a similar table, published annually 
with the session laws, was begun in 1902. The table showing 
changes in laws other than consolidated laws is now only in the 
fourth year of cumulation, and does not call for present con- 
sideration. 

According to the Laws of 1914, chapter 444, " it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of State to cause to be published separately 
under an appropriate heading, in the appendix of the session laws 
of each year, the names of the cities which have accepted any of 
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the plans of government provided for in this act, with a statement 
of the plan adopted and the date of adoption, and such statement 
so published shall be conclusive evidence of such adoption." This 
act is that permitting cities to adopt, at their option, several forms 
of government outlined therein. The statement required was first 
published with the 191 5 laws. It is in tabular form, setting out the 
data required to be given for the cities of Newburgh and Niagara 
Falls, the only cities that have so far availed themselves of the 
provisions of the act. 

Law pamphlets. It has been the custom for the miscellaneous 
pamphlet law material received by the law library, to be collected 
and bound as " Law pamphlets," without regard to subject or order. 
Each separate pamphlet was numbered arbitrarily, and indexed 
under its number. The same kind of material, though several times 
in quantity, was being received by the legislative reference section, 
classified and placed in the vertical files of that section. This meant 
that identically the same sort of material was being kept in two 
different parts of the Library and meant " one more place to look." 
To obviate this, an arrangement was made with the legislative 
reference section for placing pamphlets of present interest in the 
files of that section. Eventually as the older matter is removed 
from those files, the strictly law material will be returned to the 
law library and treated as " Law pamphlets." 

Constitutional Convention. The usually quiet months of July 
and August were enlivened by the presence of the Constitutional 
Convention. Members and others connected with the convention 
made constant use of the law library, many publications were sent 
to the Capitol for the information of members and committees, and 
the law librarian and assistants were kept busy in reference and 
statistical work for their use. At the request of members of the 
convention the reading room, instead of being closed at 6 p. m. as is 
usual during July and August, was kept open in the evening. 

A commission, under the authority of Laws of 19 14, chapter 261, 
was appointed to collect, compile and print such information and 
data as it might deem useful for delegates to the convention. Mr 
Frederick D. Colson, who until April 15, 191 5, was the law librarian 
of this Library, was appointed secretary to this commission. The 
commission published ten volumes of information, the publication 
being made under the direction of Mr Colson. Of these ten 
volumes two, consisting of an annotated Constitution and an inter- 
leaved text of the Constitution, were edited by Mr Colson himself, 
or under his immediate supervision, with the occasional advice of 
the legislative reference librarian. 
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The revision committee of the convention performed its final 
labors in the law librarian's office. Here the final draft of the 
Constitution was reviewed by the committee and its experts no less 
than four times, during a three and one-half days' session, the 
"days" lasting till well toward midnight. At the request of the 
chairman of the committee the law librarian sat in with the com- 
mittee in the capacity of expert. The law librarian " held " plate 
proof of the Constitution on the final reading. This proof, signed 
by the members of the committee and the persons who assisted them 
in the work of revision, is now the possession of the library. 

BOOK SELECTION SECTION 

"Best Books." The manuscript for Best Books of IQ14 was 
ready for tlie printer on May 13th. This earlier date of completion 
is partly due to the slight decrease in the number of books published 
in 1914 and partly to a greater facility in carrying on the routine 
work and to increased skill on the part of the members of the 
section, in book examination, sifting and annotation. There were 
10,175 books published in the United States in 1914. Of these, 
1638 came to the section and were either read or carefully examined, 
many of them by several people, and descriptive and critical notes 
were written. As has been the custom for several years a tentative 
selection was made, consisting this year of 717 books grouped by 
20 subjects. These tentative lists were sent for votes to two classes 
of people : specialists who gave their opinion on the reliability and 
value of the books ; and librarians and those who know small library 
conditions, who gave information on the practical usefulness and 
popularity of the book in the library. The final selection was based 
on the section's own examination and the opinions of this corps of 
voters. 

Copies of Best Books were mailed to the 550 registered libraries 
of the State, to publishers submitting books for examination, to the 
voters on the tentative lists, and to the numerous individuals, 
libraries and institutions whose names are on the Library's mailing 
list. Of the issues for 1913 and 1914, 515 copies were supplied 
in quafttities to the library commissions of eight other states, in 
some cases being mailed direct from Albany to individual libraries 
in these states. Best Books thus serves not only the book selection 
needs of the libraries of the State but reaches out to a larger use- 
fulness. The Chicago Dial in its number for September 16, 1915 
has the following to say of Best Books : " The sifting of literature 
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presents difficulties and dangers comparable in magnitude with 
those encountered of old by that famous personage with the tongue- 
trying name, Theophilus the Thistle-sifter. Though 'the thick of 
the thumb be not imperilled by any such book-winnowing process 
as is attempted on another page, there is great likelihood of error 
of judgment, or of prophecy in this instance, since it is the books 
of the future, not of the past, that are here run through the sieve. 
On far surer ground stands such a practitioner of the sifting art 
as the compiler of Best Books of 1914, a list issued by the New York 
State Library as Bibliography Bulletin 56, and containing two htm- 
dred and fifty titles in all branches of literature, with brief descrip- 
tive annotations.' Narrowing the more comprehensive suggestions 
offered by the 'A. L. A. Booklist,' which annually presents one 
thousand selected titles, this shorter catalog compiled by Mr Wyer 
and his associates is the ripened fruit of a somewhat elaborate 
and wisely cautious process of tentative selection and well-con- 
sidered elimination. Experts in all fields of learning represented 
by the books of the year, including experienced heads of juvenile 
departments in our public libraries, are called upon for advice, and 
the result is a book-purchasing guide especially suited to the needs 
of libraries unable to buy with the lavish indiscrimination possible 
only to the wealthiest foundations. The Albany list is classified, 
and is followed by an alphabetic index to authors and titles." It 
has recently received favorable editorial mention also in the 
Brooklyn Union and the Qiristian Science Monitor. 

List of fiction for prison libraries. The section has compiled 
an annotated list of 500 titles of fiction for purchase by prison 
libraries. This will be published by the State Library and thus 
made available to all the prison libraries of the country. It has 
been prepared because of the urgent need in New York State for 
some reliable guide to books suitable for the reading of prisoners 
and will be published as a preprint to a fist of 1000 titles, the other 
half of which will consist chiefly of interesting and appropriate 
books in biography, travel, science and history. The final selection 
is made by the head of the section, but decisions are largely influ- 
enced by the opinions of cooperating men and women who have a 
practical knowledge of books and prisoners and to whom tentative 
lists were sent for consideration. 

Notes. Notes were made on the 1638 books read or examined, 
and though no record is kept of the number of notes written by 
the section, easily several thousand were added, through this source, 
to the notes file. The practice of cutting and mounting printed 
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annotations from authoritative bibliographies has been continued. 
The notes from the A. L. A. Catalog 1904-11, Book Review Digest 
ipo6-y, Dictionary Catalogue of the 505 Volumes of Everyman's 
Library, Lamed's Literature of American History, Best Books of 
ipi4 and the monthly numbers of the A. L. A. Booklist, Cleveland 
Open Shelf, Pittsburgh Monthly Bulletin, and Wisconsin Library 
Bulletin have been added to the collection. This file of expert 
book notes now numbering tens of thousands has become one of 
the most valuable pieces of bibliographic apparatus in (he Library 
and is constantly used in many ways.

Copies of the catalog, in ink print, the first full list of the library 
for the blind which has been printed in ten years, were sent out in 
June to its readers. 

Great literature available to blind. The United States Bureau 
of Education is conducting through its Home Education Division 
a nationwide, systematic course of reading in the greater literature 
of the world. Dr P. P. Claxton, United States Commissioner of 
Education, is in charge of this course and will be assisted by many 
eminent college professors and will also have the cooperation of 
many librarians. It is gratifying to note that most of the titles in 
this carefully prepared course are already available for blind 
readers. Of "The Great Literary Bibles" all the books of the 
Bible and the plays of Shakspere mentioned and Goethe's Faust 
may be found in embossed type, besides several books of the Aeneid 
and the Iliad, an adaptation of the Odyssey, Paradise lost, and the 
Inferno from the Divine comedy. In reading course no. 6, out of 
the " Thirty Books of Great Fiction," 21 are available for the blind 
and in course no. 8 (American literature) there are 15 out of the 
25 listed. In the miscellaneous reading courses for girls and for 
boys, the blind girls will have 15 out of the 22 and the blind boars 
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19 out of 28. These figures surely attest the care with which books 
have been chosen for embossed printing. 

Gifts. Besides Miss Nina Rhoades's generous gift of 25 copies 
of Mrs Marks's The Wolf of Gubbio, the Xavier Free Publication 
Society for the Blind sent 18 books; the Bible Training School, 
South Lancaster, Mass., sent 5; the Society for Promotion of 
Church Work among the Blind, Philadelphia, 2; the Western 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Blind, Pittsburg, 2 ; and the Illinois 
School for the Blind, Jacksonville, i. Embossed type catalogs of 
the English Braille collection and of the music in American Braille 
and New York point were received from the New York Public 
Library. Mr William B. Wait sent a New York point copy of 
his Examination of the report of the Uniform Type Committee 
of January 1913, and a copy of Dresser's Living by the spirit. Mrs 
James McDonnell, one of the library's readers, sent 9 books and 3 
pamphlets and Miss Myrtle Crego, another reader, sent i book.

Exhibits. Exhibits from the library were sent to the exposition 
at San Francisco, to the state fair at Syracuse and to the Warren 
county fair at Warrensburg. The library's booth proved an inter- 
esting feature of the exhibit of w^ork for and of the blind, which 
was held last March in the auditorium of the Education Building, 
by the New York State Commission for the Blind. A permanent 
exhibit of books for the blind is kept in the corridor on the first 
floor of the Education Building and attracts many visitors. 
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NEW YORK STATE LIBRARY SCHOOL 

PREPARED BY FRANK K. WALTER, VICE DIRECTOR 

Despite the European war and the unsettled financial conditions 
prevailing at the beginning of the school year, which resulted in the 
withdrawal of several promising candidates, 49 students eligible to 
regular standing (22 seniors and 27 juniors) were enrolled. In 
addition 5 staff members from three divisions of The University 
of the State of New York, i assistant from the State Health De- 
partment (by special request of the department), 17 summer ses- 
sion students and 34 high school teachers (in attendance at the 
special library institute) were enrolled, making a <total of 106 
directly reached by the school in its various courses. 

More than half of the regular students had had library experi- 
ence previous to entering the school. Such experience makes it 
possible for both students and faculty to accomplish more during 
the school year, through lessened emphasis on minor details of 
routine in which the entirely inexperienced must be trained. The 
growing number of experienced students is also an excellent in- 
dorsement of the practical character of the instruction offered by 
the school. 

No faculty changes have occurred during the year. It is inter- 
esting, however, to note that in a general summary of the past five 
years, included in the regular separate report of the school, atten- 
tion is called to the fact that only two of the present staff of 
lecturers and instructors are giving substantially the same instruc- 
tional work as five years ago. The faculty have continued to co- 
operate with other educational activities of the State as far as time 
and opportunity have permitted. Faculty representatives have 
been continuously on committees of the library section of the New 
York State Teachers Association since 191 1. Members of the 
faculty have also participated in a number of library institutes dur- 
ing the year and at the annual meeting of the New York Library 
Association. 

Degrees. During the year the degree of bachelor of library 
science was conferred on the following 17 students for the success- 
ful completion of the full two-year course: Edna Elizabeth 
Bayer, Paul R. Byrne, Helen Mildred Qaflin, Mary Elizabeth 
Cobb, Emily Kerr Colwell, Donald Bean Gilchrist, Thirza Eunice

Institute for high school librarians. The most novel experi- 
ment of the year was a library institute for high school librarians 
of the State and high school teachers designated to act as librarians. 
This was held July 6-16 under the joint direction of the School 
Libraries Division, and the New York State Library School. In 
view of the short duration of the course the entire time was devoted 
to the discussion of reference work with schools. A course of ten 
lessons, with illustrative problems, was devoted to the selection and 
use of reference material suitable for high school use. Daily 
lectures of a rather more general character, but directly related to 
the selection of suitable books in various subjects, were given by 
members of the Education Department staff and others. Thirty- 
four teachers from nearly every section of tlie State were present. 
Among the direct results were the demonstration of the interest of 
the high school teachers in their school libraries, and the duty and 
opportunity of the Library School in supplying the instruction 
necessary for the successful organization and use of the high 
school libraries of the State. 

Association of American Library Schools. The growing gen- 
eral recognition of the professional status of librarianship has been 
followed by increasing demands for adequate professional training 
for librarians. Among the library schools themselves there is a 
noticeable lack of standardization or agreement as to terminology 
used in describing the different courses offered, though in most 
important points the schools substantially agree. To ensure more 
fully the maintenance of a proper standard among library schools, 
the Association of American Library Schools was founded at a 
meeting held at the New York State Library School, June 29-30, 
1915. The director of the school, Mr J. I. Wyer, Jr, was elected 
president of the association. 

Bookplate collection. The bookplate collection of the New 
York State Library School now numbers 3392 plates. Of these, 
628 are mounted and arranged under the name of the designer or 
engraver and 2174 in another file under owner; 52 are unidentified. 
The remaining 538 form part of the collection salvaged from the 
fire which destroyed the State Library, March 29, 191 1. These 
last are still unmoimted and probably include a number of dupli- 
cates. 
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The largest addition was a collection of about 750 plates, includ- 
ing 150 duplicates, given in 1914 by Miss Mary L. Sutliif, class of 
1893. This gift also included several volumes of American book- 
plate periodicals and a number of books and pamphlets. Numerous 
gifts have been received from other alumni of the school, notably 
Isabel E. Lord '97, Joanna G. Strange '08 and Henry N. S^om 
'13. Walter S. Biscoe, of the faculty, contributed 532 bookplates, 
4 volimies and 13 pamphlets. 

A considerable addition to the Albany plates was made by Charles 
Selkirk, who gave about twenty-five of his own designs. 

No attempt has been made to catalog the entire bookplate col- 
lection, but brief entries on cards have been made for the more 
interesting plates, under a variety of headings: for example, by 
country; by style, as Jacobean, Chippendale; by special kinds, as 
Armorial, Name labels. Portraits, Water-craft; by some distinctive 
feature, as Bears, Bees, Birds; or by special classes of owners, as 
Actors, Authors, Library School alumni, etc. 

The Library's collection of bookplate literature now contains 1 10 
volumes, including a set of the Journal of the Ex Libris Society of 
London. A card index of the illustrations of bookplates contained 
in these volumes is in course of preparation and by kindness of Mr 
Biscoe has been deposited in the Library. Already 47 volumes 
have been indexed and the cards arranged in three groups: by 
owner (2600 cards), by designer, engraver etc. (1750 cards), and 
by mottoes and legends (1200 cards). This index will prove a 
valuable aid in the study and identification of bookplates. 

Except in rare cases, bookplates in volumes on the regular shelves 
of the Library are not detached, but references to these plates are 
made on sheets filed with the mounted bookplates. These are, how- 
ever, not included in estimating the number of bookplates in the 
collection. 

While the collection is general, including both American and 
foreign plates, the Library School is particularly desirous of build- 
ing up the American side, including early . American plates and 
those by well-known designers and engravers. As a New York 
institution, special emphasis is laid on New York bookplates and 
gifts of such plates are sought from owners, designers and 
engravers.

LIBRARY PROGRESS 

The past year witnessed a gratifying increase in the number of 
reports received but there is still much dilatoriness in filling out arid 
submitting these reports and in too many cases the information is 
given with insufficient care and fulness, thus requiring much cor- 
respondence which should be unnecessary. These faults are fre- 
quently due to a lack of proper cooperation between librarian and 
trustees, a condition which is also too evident in many lists sub- 
mitted to account for state grants. 

A full statistical summary of the reports of libraries for 1905 
was published ten years ago. A comparison of the figures con- 
tained in the present report with those in that summary reveals a 
remarkable growth in library extension in this State as shown by 
the following table. School libraries are not included.

Diligent effort has been made to secure a more uniform and 
literal compliance with the rules of the University governing the 
registration of libraries. Failure to comply has been due in very 
large measure to inadvertence and a lack of understanding of just 
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what was required. The reports for the past year called for cer- 
tain information in regard to the terms of office of trustees and the 
method of their appointment which had not previously been re- 
quested. Through this additional information it was discovered 
that in many instances libraries were not complying with the pro- 
visions of their charters prescribing the method of appointment of 
trustees or the length of their terms of office. 

In some cases the noncompliance had extended over a long 
period of years, but in every case where such a condition was found 
to exist attention was called to the matter with a request to comply 
with the charter provisions or to apply to the Regents for an 
amendment of charter if a change from the original provisions 
seemed desirable. 

A number of libraries were registered years ago which never 
measured up to the present standards. Many of these institutions 
have been reorganized and are now rendering useful service but 
there are a few still below standard, and where it is impossible to 
improve conditions it has generally been considered wise to rescind 
the registration and transfer to some other University institution 
the books in which the State has an interest. 

There are still a number of circulating libraries in the State that 
are not registered, but every year one or more of these decide to 
comply with the requirements of the University, in order to enjoy 
the benefits resulting from registration. 

SUMMARY OF ANNUAL REPORTS 
Reports for the year 1914-15 were submitted by 625 libraries, 
classified according to their relation to the University as follows :

This total Includes 114 branch libraries, which are counted 
throughout this report as separate institutions. These libraries are 
registered but not chartered, which accounts for the large number 
of institutions recorded as admitted or registered but not incorpo- 
rated by the Regents. 
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The libraries reporting are separated according to the kind of 
service rendered as: 

Free for lending and reference use 536 

Not lending libraries; free for reference use 20 

Lend to limited class only (students, club members, subscribers etc.) 

but free for reference use 40

Only 16 of the institutions connected with the University failed 
to make the required report, and of these at least 7 are either 
defunct or have practically suspended operations. The rescinding 
of the registration of such of these libraries as are incapable of 
rendering further useful service will be recommended as soon as 
an inspection can be made. 

This report does not include any record of the circulation of 
books from school libraries except from the very few which are 
registered as free public libraries or which furnish a regular public 
library service. The school library is intended for the free use of 
all the people in a community where there is no free public library, 
and while it is doubtful whether much use is made of the privilege 
as yet by the adult population, the free circulation of books to 
children through these agencies is very great and constitutes a 
large percentage of the total free circulation of the State. 

A comparison of the figures of the reports covering last year 
with those of the previous year shows an increase of 629,190 
volumes, of which 505,184 were purchased and 124,006 were re- 
ceived by gift. The gifts exceeded those of the previous year by 
5296 volumes but the additions by purchase decreased to the extent 
of 146,502 volumes. The total number of volumes in the libraries 
reporting was 10,503,152, an increase of 20 per cent within the past 
four years. 

The total circulation from all libraries was 26,930,828, of which 
26,003,009 volumes were loaned by free libraries and 927,819 by 
libraries not entirely free for lending. Contrary to the experience 
of recent years the circulation from the latter increased instead of 
decreased, the gain over the previous year amounting to 176,770 
or 24 per cent. As the circulation from free ' libraries increased 
3,084,983, the total gain in circulation from all classes of libraries 
was 3,261,753 or 14 per cent. This is the greatest increase by 
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993,361 that has been made in one year in the number of volumes 
circulated since a record of circulation was first kept in 1893. The 
percentage of increase, however, is not quite equal to that of some 
previous years. 

There has been a* gratifying decrease in the number of libraries 
which keep no separate statistics of the circidation of fiction and 
nonfiction. With 49 more reports in hand than at the end of the 
previous year there were but 24 libraries failing to report the 
separate circulation, as compared with 43 the preceding year. In 
those libraries which did keep separate figures the circulation of 
fiction constituted 64 per cent of the total, exactly the same pro- 
portion as the previous year. It is an interesting coincidence that 
the proportion of fiction circulated should correspond so closely to 
the proportion of the state grant, 65 per cent, which may be spent 
for this class of literature. 

Three new cities, Mechanicville, Saratoga Springs and White 
Plains, were created within the year. The first mentioned pays no 
direct tax for free public library purposes but has free library 
service from the school library. Saratoga Springs has a nominal 
free public library service from the school library, which was 
registered by the Regents in 1907 as a free public library. Last 
year the library received $219.43 from tax support and the total 
circulation was 321. This library was established in 1867 and in 
48 years it has accumulated only 2445 volumes. White Plains has 
a tax-supported free public library service. 

The 12 cities of Batavia, Beacon, Cortland, Geneva, Hudson, 
Jamestown, Lackawanna, Mechanicville, Norwich, Oneida, Sala- 
manca and Watervliet contribute nothing to free public libraries by 
direct tax. Seven of these cities receive free library service from 
school or privately endowed libraries. Beacon and Cortland are 
provided with a free reference service by privately maintained 
libraries but are without a free circulating service. Lackawanna, 
Salamanca and Watervliet are without free library privileges of 
any kind other than the service which can be furnished by school 
libraries in any community having no public library. Except in a 
few instances the service which can be rendered the general public 
from this source is very inadequate.

Of the $3,351,216.07 raised during the year, local taxation pro- 
vided 56 per cent, 6 per cent was received from the State and 38 
per cent from all other sources. 

On the basis of the state population, as determined by the 1910 
census, the per capita amount raised for library purposes from all 
sources (not including balances carried forward) was 37 cents and 
from taxation (including the amount furnished by the State) 23 
cents. 

There was spent for books, periodicals and binding $963,879.71, 
for salaries $2,020,861.17, and for other purposes $748,542.65, mak- 
ing a total expenditure of $3,733,283.53. 

Of the 536 free circulating libraries reporting, 358 received some 
support from local taxation. The appropriations raised by tax for 
the support, or partial support, of these libraries ranged from 
$475 to $668,201.51, the latter being appropriated for the traveling 
libraries, library for the blind and 43 branches of the New York 
Public Library. 

The sum of $1,883,963.49 raised by local tax for libraries of all 
classes represents an increase of $6890.61 over the amount raised 
for a similar purpose the preceding year. 

Libraries in which both lending and reference use are restricted 
to a limited class received $17,468.90 of this amount, free reference 
libraries received $46,366.40, those lending to a limited class only 
but free and available to the general public for reference use 
received $17,914.84 and those free for both reference and lending 
received $1,802,213.35. 
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New York City (Greater New YoHc) raised $1,318,004.36 of 
the total sum provided by local taxation, 46 other cities raised 
$472,793.68, the 35 villages of over 4000 population raised 
$39,223.61 and $53,941.84 was raised by other villages, towns and 
school districts. 

BOOKS AND CIRCULATION OF FREE LIBRARIES 
The 536 free circulating libraries reporting had 5,330,826 
volumes, distributed as follows: New York City^ 2,321,254, all 
other cities in the State 1,619,101, incorporated villages of more 
than 4000 population 289,294, all other villages and coimtry dis- 
tricts 1,101,177. 

The increase in the number of volumes in New York City ^ was 
126,631, in all other cities 119,040 and in incorporated villages of 
more than 4000 population 43,941, but in all other villages and 
country districts there was a decrease of 33,436 volumes. This 
decrease is merely apparent, however, and is accounted for by the 
transfer from this class, of 14 villages found to have over 4000 
population according to the 191 5 state census. The total increase in 
volumes in the 536 libraries was 256,176, an average of 478 volumes 
a library. The increase was 111,002 less than for the preceding 
year. The total circulation was 26,003,009, distributed as follows: 
New York City^ 16,899,799, an increase of 1,912,333 ; all other cities 
5,937,833, an increase of 735,487; incorporated villages of over 
4000 population 945,449, an increase of 194,380; all other villages 
and country districts 2,219,928, an increase of 242,783. The total 
gain for all free libraries was 3,084,983, an average of 5756 a 
library. 

It is interesting to note that the circulation from the libraries in 
small villages and country districts increased 242,783 notwithstand- 
ing the transfer from this class, of the 14 villages referred to above. 
It should be explained, however, that only 10 of these 14 villages 
have free circulating libraries, but their combined circulation was 
165,769, which would have made the increase in country districts 
408,552 but for the transfer. Greater New York continues to show 
a tremendous increase in circulation from year to year, the increase 
being 63 per cent greater than from all the other free circulating 
libraries in the State.

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CHARTERS, REGISTRY ETC. 

During the year 23 library charters were granted, of which 7 
were absolute and 16 provisional. Five of the absolute charters 
were to replace provisional charters of institutions already in the 
University. The 16 provisional and 2 remaining absolute charters 
were granted to institutions not previously connected with the 
University, making a gain of 18 chartered libraries for the year. 
All but 2 of the libraries chartered are private corporations. 

The charters of 2 libraries, which were incorporated under the 
general law, were revoked. One of these institutions, The Lan- 
caster Library, had no connection with the University; the other. 
The Northport Literary and Library Union, had been registered 
and therefore was counted as a University institution. 

The charter of the Hepburn Library was amended to change the 
time of election of trustees. 

Trustees of two libraries were appointed by the Regents to fill 
vacancies which had existed for more than one year. 

Three transfers of library property were approved, two from 
free libraries to public libraries, the other from a free library to a 
school. 

Twenty-two libraries and ten branch libraries were registered as 
maintaining a proper standard, but 20 of these libraries were pre- 
viously incorporated by the Regents and consequently do not con- 
stitute new institutions in the University. 

The registration of four libraries was rescinded. 

The 18 chartered libraries added to the University during the 
year, together with the 12 registered libraries not previously en- 
rolled, make a gain of 30 institutions for the year. From this 
should be deducted the 4 libraries whose registration was rescinded 
and the i whose charter was revoked, leaving a net gain of 25, which 
brings the total enrolment up to 567.

EXPENDITURES 
Aside from the expenses of administration, including salaries, the 
expenditures were for grants to free libraries and the purchase of 
material for their benefit, and for binding and the purchase of 
books for the traveling libraries. 
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The appropriation for distribution to libraries was $35,000 and 
there remained from the previous year a balance for this purpose 
of $9.52, making available a total of $35,009.52 on October 1, 19 14. 

There were 389 grants made to libraries, in amounts ranging 
from $5 to $100, the total disbursement for this purpose amount- 
ing to $34,772.85, an average of $89.39 for each grant. Payments 
were made to 384 different libraries, the average grant to each 
library being $90.55. In addition to the grants, $236.67 was spent 
for the purchase of printed material for distribution to libraries 
and for expenses incurred for their benefit, making a total 
expenditure of $35,009.52 from the fund and leaving no balance 
whatever. 

As has been the case for several years the appropriation was 
inadequate, and as a result the applications of 27 libraries for 
grants aggregating $2143 could not be paid. These libraries had 
complied with all the conditions and lost the grants which they 
relied on the State to supply and to which they were entitled simply 
because the State failed to make adequate provision to carry out 
its long-established policy of extending state aid to free libraries. 

The appropriation for the purchase of books for the traveling 
libraries was $5000, not so much as ten years ago, when the circula- 
tion of traveling libraries was less than half the present circulation. 
Orders were placed against practically the full amount. The bills 
that were in hand and paid within the year amounted to $5088.40, 
which includes some payments from the appropriation for the 
previous year for bills contracted in tHat year. 

FIELD WORK 
As was the case last year the field activities of the Division suf- 
fered from lack of funds for traveling expenses. There are 
now 567 libraries either registered or chartered by the University 
and subject to visitation by representatives of this Division. A 
total of 253 visits was made by six persons, and of these visits 20 
were to conduct library institutes or to attend other meetings for 
the promotion of library interests, 186 were visits of inspection 
and 47 were made to promote the establishment of libraries and for 
the purpose of organizing them. As the total amount spent for 
traveling expenses was approximately $735, the average cost of 
each visit was $2.90, certainly a small expenditure in view of the 
fact that 49 of the 62 counties of the State were visited, including 
those in the extreme western, northern and southern parts. 



REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR I9IS 73 

Owing to the large number of libraries chartered and registered it 
has been particularly difficult to meet the requests for the services 
of the organizers. An additional assistant for the field work is 
very greatly needed to meet the demand and need for more frequent 
visits. Practically every new library should be visited, for at least 
a few days, within a year after it has first been organized. 

As has been the case for the past two years, valuable assistance in 
organizing was rendered during the rnonth of March by students 
from the New York State Library School. Seven students gave 
their services for this purpose last spring, greatly to the advantage 
of the libraries organized. This arrangement, made possible by the 
cooperation of the Library School, has done much to solve a difficult 
problem of the Division and the State receives this additional serv- 
ice at no expense whatever. 

Library institutes. The institute meetings held in May and 
June were the most successful since the work was begun 14 years 
ago, and all previous records of attendance were exceeded. There 
were 535 libraries or districts represented, an increase of 117 over 
the previous year, and the individual attendance was looi as com- 
pared with 847 the previous year. The larger number of meetings 
held, 31 as against 20, accounts in a measure for the increased 
attendance, but apparently there is a growing realization on the 
part of libraries and school authorities of the advantages to be gained 
by attending these institutes. The interest shown by those con- 
nected with school libraries was particularly noticeable, as they 
constituted 20 per cent of the total attendance. The new plan 
adopted last year of specializing on some part of the field of work 
is proving very successful; the larger attendance was secured not- 
withstanding the fact that the topics selected for discussion were of 
less general interest than those of the preceding year. 

Although the institutes have increased wonderfully in usefulness 
and in their power to attract those connected with library work and 
management there are still many libraries not represented at these 
annual meetings. As a rule these are the weaker institutions and 
the very ones most needing the help and inspiration to be obtained 
by attending the institutes, which are planned with special reference 
to the small library. The State, under certain conditions, gives 
money for the purchase of books and has the power to see that none 
but suitable books are bought, but it can not exercise the same 
degree of control over the administration of the library to which it 
gives money, and owing to poor administration and poor service 
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much of the potential power of the books furnished by the State 
is lost. The most persistent and painstaking efforts to persuade 
these libraries to send representatives to the institutes have proved 
fruitless and it is a question whether allotments of public library 
money should not be conditioned in some way upon representation 
at the institute meetings, which are designed to make the expendi- 
ture of the state grant of wider and more beneficial effect. 

The New York Library Association cooperates in conducting the 
institutes by appropriating each year a certain amount to assist in 
defraying expenses. The various members of the association have 
responded most generously and promptly in contributing their serv- 
ices as conductors or speakers at the meetings. As usual the two 
organizers attended as many of the meetings as possible, and repre- 
sentatives from the Library School, the State Library and the 
School Libraries Division also rendered valuable assistance. 

New York Libraries. New York Libraries continues to be a 
most effective instrument for bringing to the attention of libraries 
throughout the State matters of particular interest to them. It is 
inspirational as well as practical, and the needs and viewpoint of the 
small library are kept constantly in mind. Owing to a reduced 
appropriation for printing it has been necessary to omit much good 
material in order to keep the numbers within the regular 32 pages. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES 

Owing to the limited funds available, only 4800 volumes were 
added to the collection during the year, as compared with 14,625 
volumes the preceding year. It was necessary to discard 314 
volumes which were worn out, leaving a net gain for the year of 
4486 volumes. This makes the total of the collection 78,707, which 
is 17,506 less than before the fire of 191 1, but the old collection 
contained much material not of much use, so that the present col- 
lection, even though considerably smaller, cian be made more 
effective than the previous one. It should be borne in mind, how- 
ever, that the demand for traveling libraries last year was virtually 
twice as great as for the year ending September 30, 1 910, the 
number of libraries sent out totaling 1612 as compared with 819 
in 1910. 

Fixed groups. A number of the old fixed groups have been 
broken up and the volumes placed in the open-shelf collection. 
There is no intention of reducing permanently the number of 
volumes in these groups, but as many of the books were out of 
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print, making it difficult to keep the groups intact, it seemed wise 
to distribute the older collections and to form new groups con- 
taining more recent publications and titles easily replaced. The 
fixed group collection now contains 5075 volumes, but this number 
will be appreciably increased next year. 

Open-shelf collection. The transfer of 1550 volumes from the 
fixed groups to the open-shelf collection helped materially to increase 
the number of volumes in the latter from 67,596 to 73,632. Use 
of the open-shelf collection involves much more work in the office 
than use of the fixed groups, owing to the fact that borrowers can 
ascertain what books are available only by means of typewritten 
lists. During the year 1163 such lists were submitted for con- 
sideration of borrowers as compared with 10^4 the previous year. 

Foreign books. Owing to limited funds only 283 volumes in 
foreign languages were added to the collection, though many more 
could have been used profitably. Nine foreign languages are repre- 
sented, no increase in the number having been made during the 
year, and the 2459 volumes composing the collection are distributed 
by nationality as follows: Italian 727, Polish 560, German 480, 
Swedish 278, Yiddish 188, Spanish 91, French 49, Danish 47, 
Hungarian 39. There is a dearth of suitable books for the use of 
foreigners unable to read English. 

There should be available in various languages simply written 
books which are inspirational, as far as may be, and accurate in 
their presentation of facts. These should include brief histories of 
our country, biographies of great Americans and books descriptive 
of our manners and customs and of our forms of government. 
With a multiplication of books of this nature libraries could render 
much more efficient service in interpreting American life and 
thought to their foreign patrons than is now possible. 

Loans. During the past three years the increase in the use of 
the traveling libraries has been greater than at any similar period 
since the work was started in 1891. Last year 62,610 volumes 
were sent' out in response to 1612 applications, distributed as 
follow? :

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Public schools. The use of traveling libraries by the public 
schools is increasing rapidly. There were 732 libraries containing 
22,427 volumes sent out last year, an increase of 184 libraries and 
4718 volumes over the previous year. It was impossible to fill all 
the applications received for lack of books with which to fill them. 
This work with schools could be expanded almost indefinitely if 
funds were available for the purchase of books and for clerical 
assistance, and there is no equally practical and economical way of 
providing rural communities with good books. 

Study clubs. Twenty-one new study clubs were registered but 
the use of traveling libraries by clubs was somewhat less than 
during the preceding year. There were 291 applications filled, 
however, which is 109 more than for any other group except 
public schools. 

Other borrowers. There was an increase in the number of 
libraries sent to taxpayers, public libraries, charitable institutions 
and to other organizations and a decrease of 21 in the number of 
house libraries sent.

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Needs. There is great need of a larger collection of books, 
particularly of juvenile books to meet the demands of the public 
schools, which offer a vast field full of possibilities for library 
extension work. Applications for traveling libraries are refused 
almost daily because the books are not available. 

There were 303 libraries sent out without bookcases for lack of 
means to provide them. This is unfortunate, for cases are very 
necessary for proper protection of the books. 
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SCHOOL LIBRARIES DIVISION 

PREPARED BY SHERMAN WILLIAMS, CHIEF' OF THE DIVISION 

Attention is called to a few of the most important facts relating 
to school libraries and the work of the School Libraries Division. 
A brief summary of what has been accomplished is appended. 

APPROPRIATIONS 

The appropriation made by the last Legislature for school libra- 
ries and apparatus was only $80,000, less than one cent for each 
inhabitant of the State. The previous year the appropriation was 
$125,000, and a larger sum was allowed for each of the several 
years preceding. 

A reduction in the appropriation at this time has been exceedingly 
unfortunate. Never before has there been so general an interest in 
school libraries, never before have they been so largely used, or 
used to such good advantage. They have become the most effective 
of any single state-supported educational agency. Never before 
has the money appropriated for school libraries been so economically 
and so effectively used. These statements may not be true of every 
individual district, but they are true of the State as a whole, as 
shown beyond a shadow of doubt, by the records of this Division. 

Seventy-seven years ago the Legislature voted $55,000 for the 
support of school district libraries. Now when the state population 
is four times as great the appropriation for both libraries and 
apparatus is only $80,000. Considered from the standpoint of the 
State's ability to aid school libraries the backward step is still more 
striking, the assessed valuation of the State being more than twenty 
times as great as when the first appropriation was made for library 
purposes. 

With these facts in mind it is difficult to see why the Legislature 
should have reversed the policy which has been followed for more 
than three-fourths of a century, and which has in the past had the 
enthusiastic support of nearly all the great Governors. 

Applications. The number of completed applications for state 
money to apply toward library books for public schools of all 
grades, and toward maps and globes for rural schools that did not 
maintain academic departments, that were accepted in whole or in 
part during the year ending July 31, 191 5, was 3688. 



8o NEW YORK STATE LIBRARY 

REVIEW OF THE YEAR'S WORK 

Selection of books. A few years ago it was found that many 
books chosen by the trustees were not very satisfactory. It was 
easy to reject these books, but this course made the trustees much 
trouble, and in many ways was undesirable. A selected list of 
several hundred volumes has been prepared and a bulletin printed 
giving the author, title, publisher and price of each book, as well as 
the grade to which each is best adapted. A copy of this bulletin 
was sent to every school district. This resulted in a much more 
careful selection of books, and the trustees' troubles were greatly 
lessened. 

A list of books, treating of commercial subjects, for use in 
secondary school libraries, has been sent to each secondary school, 
and another list on English, while a third on history has been 
prepared. The last named list includes history, biography, historical 
poems, historical fiction, and an extensive list of books and maga- 
zine articles treating of New York State. 

Agents. People in rural districts get whatever they need largely 
through agents or commercial travelers, as some of them are 
called. They pay more than they would if they bought direct, but 
if they had to buy direct many of them would do without things 
greatly needed. So it is with books. Trustees do not know what 
to buy, and in many cases do not buy at all, so the book agent 
entered the field. He was not in this work for his health nor was 
he a philanthropist. He sold the books that would afford him the 
greatest profit. He sold books good in themselves, but which did 
not meet the needs of every district. He would often sell books not 
adapted to anyone under twelve years of age to districts where 
there was not a pupil in school over eight. To obviate this trouble 
the district superintendent is now required to Certify in writing 
that the books asked for on the application sheet are well adapted 
to the needs of the particular district wishing to make the purchase. 
This has largely stopped the purchase of books that would not be 
read. 

Encouraging pupils to do good reading. Some three years ago 
a reading course for teachers and pupils was prepared and sent 
to every rural school in the State. Each year a certificate is given 
to all pupils who read ten or more books, not more than one-half of 
which are fiction. About 40,000 of these certificates have yearly 
been earned by the pupils. The teachers have manifested less 
interest in their own reading than in that of the children, and only 
a relatively small number have earned certificates. 
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The teachers are none too well prepared to direct the reading 
of the children under their charge. They have not had much train- 
ing for such work. But little in the way of such training has been 
done in our training classes, training ' schools, or normal schools. 
To help the work in training classes a bulletin was issued giving a 
short annotated list of books that these future teachers could read 
to advantage. The. edition is nearly exhausted, showing that it 
met a real want. 

The yearly reading certificate served so good a purpose that it 
was thought well to provide for a longer course of reading for 
elementary schools, whether rural, village or city. A list of about 
250 books has been prepared. Whenever a pupil has read 50 of 
these, and not less than 3 books in each of the 10 groups into which 
the list is divided, and his teacher certifies that he has read them 
with a fair degree of care, a testimonial is given. This states that 
50 books have been read, and the testimonial bears the facsimile of 
the signature of the Commissioner of Education, and is also signed 
by the city, village, or district superintendent. This movement has 
aroused much interest and gives promise of great success. 

Directing the reading of children. The school has no function 
more important than that of training the children to enjoy good 
reading. This in the main must be the work of the teacher. In 
cities and large villages there should be a school librarian who has 
general charge of library matters, just as they have special teachers 
of drawing and other subjects, but even then the direct work should 
be that of the teacher who is with the children all the time, knows 
them, and should best know how to influence them. The librarian 
is very important, as usually the regular teacher does not know 
library work, or books, well enough to get on very successfully 
unaided. The librarian of the public library, where there is one, 
is a valuable aid, but she is still farther removed from the children 
than the school librarian, and much less able to reach the children 
directly. 

While in school the children should use the school library, and 
should form the habit of using the public library to supplement 
the school library. In some cases either the school library is made 
to serve the purpose of a public library, or the latter that of a 
school library. The best results are not attainable in either case. 
The public library is a very valuable supplement to the school 
library, but can never be a satisfactory substitute for it. The 
number of books that should be referred to in school is large, and 
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the book, the teacher and the pupil should be as close to pne 
another as possible. 

Last year a two-week summer institute for high school librarians 
and those intending to become such was held by the State Library 
School. Thirty four were in attendance. No tuition was charged. 
The work was very largely done by Mr Frank K. Walter, Vice 
Director of the school, to whom much credit is due. Various 
other members of the Department gave one or more talks each. 
Most of those in attendance have since written, saying that they 
were greatly helped in their work. It is planned to have another 
session in 191 6.

Some of the cities, some of the villages, and some of the district 
superintendents failed to report, or reported only in part. If the 
reports had been complete from all parts of the State the circulation 
would without doubt have been shown to be in excess of 16,000,000 
volumes. W« are assured of complete and accurate reports for the 
coming year. Some noteworthy matters are brought out in the 
reports. It would have been expected that in cities the general 
public, being well supplied with puWic libraries, would make little 
use of school libraries, but over 78 per cent of the books taken 
from school libraries and read by those not pupils were taken from 
city school libraries. On the other hand, only a trifle over 2 per 
cent of the books taken from school libraries and read by those not 
pupils in the schools came from the villages, while nearly 20 per 
cent showed use of libraries under the general control of district 
superintendents. 

The school library possibilities have only just begun to be 
realized. What is now needed is not so much more reading as 
better reading, and more effective training in the use of books. 
Public libraries are putting forth commendable efforts and doing 
most excellent work, but those whom they can reach effectively are 
only a very small proportion. The great mass must be reached 
by the teachers, through the use of school libraries, or not at all. 
Excellent progress is being made, but on the whole our people are 
conservative, and progress will be made less rapidly than some of us 
would like, but it should be remembered that the ground gained with 
conservative people is usually held. It is confidently believed that 
the report for the coming year will show good progress in all 
directions.

During the past year 30 separate indexes have been 
made, filling more than 233 pages when printed, and indexing more 
than 4073 pages in the documents to which they were appended.

During the year under review the permanent staff of the State 
Library, Educational Extension Division and Library School 
numbered 105 persons (all engaged in actual library work) exclusive 
of orderlies, elevator men, cleaners, porters etc. who are attached 
to the Administration Division of the University. Besides this 
regular staff, there were this year three persons who assisted 
temporarily and li employees in the Library bindery. 

There were 2t^ resignations from this permanent staff: three 
young women resigned to be married, nine staff* members were 
transferred to other state departments or to other divisions of the 
University, eight took positions outside the state service and three 
withdrew from any regular work. The eight who went to other 
libraries (one in California, one in Minnesota, one iA Ohio and five 
in New York) left salaries aggregating $5520 to accept positions 
paying at once $8700 and offering better prospects for further 
advancement than the low salary schedule which obtains in this 
Library. 

While most of these many resignations are from the lower 
grades of service where permanence is least likely, yet in the year 
under review there have been serious losses to the Library from the 
more important specialized and executive posts. On April 15, 1915 
Frederick D. Colson, law librarian since 1908, left the service to 
become clerk of the State Court of Claims. The Library is under 
exceptional obligations to Mr Colson for the industry, the intimate 
knowledge of legal bibliography, the zeal and admirable judgment 
with which in the two years following the fire of 191 1 he brought 
together a great law library. His successor is John T. Fitzpatrick, 
continuously connected with the Library staff since June 20, 1898 
and since 1913 legislative reference librarian. Mr Fitzpatrick's 
place was filled by the appointment of William E. Hannan, for 
eight years with the Nebraska Legislative Reference Bureau. Dur- 
ing the year Dr Lauros G. McConachie, to whose painstaking 
work for the past six years the excellent annual indexes to the 
New York session laws have been due, was transferred to the 
State Labor Department. For this important work Fred E. Ros- 
brook was procured from the staff of the Edward Thompson Co., 
Northport, N. Y. 

Two staff members attended the annual meeting of the American 
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Library Association at Berkeley, Cal., in June and ii were at the 
meeting of the New York Library Association at Squirrel Inn, 
Haines Falls, N. Y., in September. 

With almost negligible exceptions the individual zeal, faithfulness 
and genuine interest of my colleagues on the Library staff are so 
abundantly manifest as fully to account for the smoothness and 
success which have marked the heavy work of the year. It is but 
simple justice to record this here and a pleasure to add my hearty 
personal thanks and appreciation.

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PREFACE 

In November and December 191 3, at the request of Mr Thomas 
Mott Osborne, chairman of the Commission on Prison Reform, 
officials from the State Library made an examination of the 
libraries in Auburn, Great Meadow, Clinton and Sing Sing Prisons, 
in the reformatories at Elmira, Napanoch and Bedford and the State 
Hospital at Matteawan. It was everywhere apparent that far too 
little attention has been given either to intrinsic merit in the choice 
of books or to selecting books adapted to the exceptional con- 
stituencies found in these institutions. These constituencies em- 
brace men and women, young and old, native and foreign bom (of 
numerous and diverse races, many of them unable to read English) 
with no education and with considerable, and all these bound by the 
pathetic, common tie of having offended against society. Obviously 
a choice of the best books for such people must take all these 
considerations into account. It is essential not only to know books 
so intimately as to be able surely to separate the fit from the unfit, 
but to be able to sense the therapeutic qualities which shall particu- 
larly adapt them to such readers. 

Recognizing this, and acting upon facts set forth in the report 
of the Commission on Prison Reform, the Superintendent of State 
Prisons requested the State Library to prepare a list of books which 
might be used with confidence by the penal and reformatory institu- 
tions of the State. The present list is the first part of this under- 
taking. It contains 480 carefully chosen titles of general fiction, 
including 95 which are regarded as specially suitable for young men, 
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and there is added a supplemental list of 37 titles of fiction for 
women. These 500 titles will be fqllowed by a classified general list 
of about equal length. 

The best way to achieve the steady purchase of good books for 
the 10,000 inmates of penal and reformatory institutions in this 
State and to bring these people (with their abundant leisure) into 
fruitful relations with their books is to have a properly qualified and 
sympathetic person as supervisor of this work in all the prisons and 
reformatories. Some one should visit each institution once or tw^ice 
a month and have behind him the assurance of approval and sup- 
port from the State and local authorities. In this way an incal- 
culable improvement can be wrought in existing prison library con- 
ditions. Fruitless efforts have been made in each of the past two 
years to get the Legislature to provide such a supervisor. The 
Prison Department favors it, the State Ubr^vy has urged it, but so 
far without result. 

Pending the publication of this list and through an understanding 
with the Superintendent of Prisons, all lists of books recommended 
for purchase by the chaplains and wardens of the four prisons are 
first submitted to the State Library for approval. 

In preparing this list the book selection section of the New York 
State Library gratefully acknowledges the help of both library and 
social workers in all parts of the country who have specially studied 
the book conditions in prison libraries and have in addition actually 
served such institutions and their inmates through their libraries.

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PREFATORY NOTE 

''.BEST BOOKS " AND HOW IT IS MADE 

What it is. The list, Best Books, which has been prepared and 
published annually since 1897, is the chief regular work of the book 
selection section of the State Library. It includes 250 titles chosen 
from the publications of the preceding year and recommended to 
the smaller libraries of the State. One hundred of these books are 
starred as suggestions for first purchase. They are the books which 
will probably receive the widest reading or will be the most gen- 
erally useful, but the selection in each case will vary and must be 
made to fit the needs of the community. Best Books is frankly 
conservative and sets wholesomeness before literary merit when 
the latter is joined to dubious ethics or excessively unpleasant 
realism. 

Each entry in the list gives author, title, publisher, pricie, series 
(if any), classification number. Library of Congress order number, 
references to the best available reviews and a descriptive or critical 
note. When several good books on the same or closely i;elated Sub- 
jects have appeared, one is chosen to head the group, and the otherg 
are described in appended notes which attempt so to charactfifize 
each of the books that the librarian may select the one best .adapted 
to her need; for example, Sibert & Stevens's Constructiori of the 
Panama canal under which are mentioned Pepperman's JVhq. built 
the Panama canal? and Goethal's Government of the Canal Zone. 

[5i ' . .. : 
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Occasionally a book too expensive to recommend directly is referred 
to in a note, as Priestley's Antarctic adventure $S n, which has been 
included under Turley's Voyages of Captain Scott. These more 
costly books may often be purchased at greatly reduced prices 
through secondhand or remainder sales if the librarian will read 
book catalogs. Through these subentries 50 or more books in 
addition to the 250 are brought to the librarian's attention each year. 
How it is compiled. The first step is to check, in each number 
of the Publishers' Weekly, all entries of new books which promise 
to repay further investigation. These checked items are mounted 
on separate slips and kept on file. During the year all available 
information is brought to bear upon them. Reviews are consulted 
in the magazines indexed in the Book Review Digest; the section's 
own notes which have been written on many of the books are 
referred to as well as opinions expressed by reliable readers outside 
the section. Unpromising books are weeded out, and those not on 
hand which seem to be worth examination are solicited from their 
publishers. A number of publishers find it worth their while to 
send their new books to the section as published. There is con- 
siderable routine work involved in the correspondence with pub- 
lishers and in the keeping of accurate records of the books received. 
During 1915, 8349 books were published in the United States. Of 
these, 1835 came to the book selection section and were either read 
or examined, many of them by several people, and descriptive and 
critical notes were written. A tentative selection was then made of 
979 books, grouped by 22 subjects. These tentative lists were 
sent for votes to two classes of people: specialists in their subject, 
who gave their opinions on the reliability and value of the book; 
librarians of small libraries and those who know small library con- 
ditions, who gave information on the practical usefulness and 
popularity of the book in the library. Special pains are taken with 
the selection of the children's books.^ Sixteen experienced chil- 
dren's librarians throughout the country, such as Miss Clara W. 
Hunt of Brooklyn, Miss Alice M. Jordan of the Boston Public 



1 Few good children's stories were published during 191 5. Libraries are 
urged to refrain from buying new stories of no value and to supplement 
their collection by selecting the older books of recognized merit from such 
carefully made lists as Brooklyn Public Library, Books for boys and girls 
approved for use in its children's room, the appendix in Miss Clara W. Hunt's 
What shall we read to the children?

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Library, Miss Annie Carroll Moore of New York, gave us the 
benefit of their knowledge and use of the various juveniles. Their 
decisions with the section's own careful examination unite to make 
the selection. 

When the returns come in and have been tabulated on slips, the 
final selection of 250 is made by the head of the section. As the 
titles are chosen they are annotated by the assistants in the section, 
references to reviews are verified and the list is edited by the 
section's head. This list for 191 5 has been prepared under the 
direction of Miss Mary Eastwood. It is our belief that a list 
compiled with the care and competence described above is not only 
a reliable guide for current purchases but has an enduring reference 
value although of course no claim is made that it is an ultimate 
or definitive estimate of the books listed. 

Uses of "Best Books." The list as has been said is prepared 
with a view to meeting the needs in book selection of the small 
libraries of the State. It is sent free to everv^ registered library and 
is intended to supplement the A.L.A. Catalog 1904, and its Supple- 
ment 191 1, and to narrow the more inclusive suggestions made by 
the A,L,A. Booklist, which lists over 1000 books a year. While 
some current books may be safely bought by the small library when 
published, in general most small libraries will find it wiser to wait 
till the publications of the year may be seen in perspective, and till 
a choice can be made under the guidance of a narrowed selection. 
Best Books c^xi be used not only to direct current purchases but 
should be kept on file and used for rounding out subjects on which 
the library has a deficient collection. 

The list may be used also in compiling reference material for 
schools and study clubs. It may serve also as a catalog of recent 
purchases, if the librarian writes call numbers against titles of 
books lately purchased and places it accessibly to patrons of the 
library. The annotations for such books as the library buys or owns 
may be copied on the catalog cards or on slips pasted on the inside 
cover of the books. 

While all the titles listed (notably fiction) can not be recom- 
mended for school use, the bulletin should still be of much service 
to school libraries. All titles under the heading " Children's books " 
are recommended to those school libraries which undertake to 
provide wholesome entertainment as well as useful information.

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SELECTED NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHIES 

This Ust of national bibliographies is a revision of two similar 
previous lists printed in 1900 and 1908 as Library School Bulletins 
7 and 26. Like its predecessors, its primary purpose is to ftunish 
an outline for the course in national bibliography offered in the 
New York State Library School. 

The purpose of the Ust has necessarily led, in some cases, to rather 
arbitrary inclusions and exclusions. The complete destruction by 
jEire in 19 11 of the excellent collection on which the older lists were 
based has led to the omission of several titles which are either no 
longer available or which have been practically superseded by other 
books in the present collection of the New York State Library. The 
aim in general has been to limit the list to national bibliographies 
and to exclude subject bibliographies, which are treated in a separate 
course, but occasional exceptions have been made. Lists of govern- 
ment documents and periodicals are not included because dealt with 
in another course. 

The Ust is merely representative and in no sense an attempt at 
completeness or a definitive selection of the best national bibUog- 
raphies, though none have been included which are not useful and 
in some repute among bibUographers or booksellers. The sections 
on bibUographies of bibUography and general bibliography have 
been retained, the former in abridged form, and brief sections on 
Canadian, and Spanish American bibUography and a brief Ust of 
important bibUographies of incunabula have been added at the 
suggestion of Ubrarians and Ubrary school instructors. 

The national bibUographies of each country are arranged in rough 
chronological order according to the period covered by each work, 
the bibliographical periodicals being placed last. The Ust prices 
of most of the later books are given and, in most cases, the approxi- 
mate average auction or secondhand price of out-of-print books. 
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The following abbreviations are used for foreign currency. The 
approximate equivalents in American currency are based on 19 15 
exchange. (Obsolete currency is given in contemporary equiva- 
lents.)

TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
NEW YORK STATE LIBRARY SCHOOL 

FROM OCTOBER i, 1914 TO SEPTEMBER 30, 1915 

The school year 1914-15 has few notable differences from earlier 
years to record. Despite some unexpected withdrawals due to 
unsettled financial conditions throughout the country, the attendance 
of regular students was very little smaller than usual while the 
total attendance of all classes of students was larger. The organi- 
zation of the extensive collections of collateral material has been 
carried, in several cases, to practical completion and much greater 
use has consequently been made of this material to the decided 
benefit of the students. The modification and amplification of the 
curriculum, together with the increased work caused by the in- 
creased attendance, has made it clear that the school has reached 
the limit of its enrolment without an increase in its faculty. The 
1914 report of the present Deputy Commissioner of Education 
shows that the Library School, alone among the Divisions of the 
University, has increased and extended its work with no increase 
either in expenditure or of staff since the reorganization of 1905. 
While this is an evidence of efficiency, the fact must also be faced 
that further development can not be expected in any large degree 
without some further support. Moral support in the way of greater 
cooperation and of official recognition of the value of training for 
librarians has been received in much greater degree the past two 
or three years and has been of definite value. Other lines of library 
work are developing and instruction in those lines is needed. 
Librarians must be trained to take charge of school libraries of all 
grades, technical Ubraries need trained workers and the greater 
scope. of library work of all kinds is demanding not only broader 
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preliminary knowledge but more thorough professional training. 
It is perhaps not too much to hope that the very modest additional 
needs of the present may be substantially supplied in the near 
future.

REPORT OF LIBRARY SCHOOL I915 II 

ATTENDANCE 
Forty-nine regular students (that is, students eligible for regular 
standing) were enrolled. The senior class numbered 22 (including 
4 from earlier years who were completing their school work while 
regular members of the State Library staff). There were 27 
juniors. Twenty-three of the students were legal residents of New 
York State, the remaining 26 coming from 14 different states and 
from Canada and Norway. 

In addition to the 49 regular students, 5 staff members of various 
divisions of The University of the State of New York and i assist- 
ant from the State Health Department were enrolled for a part of 
the work; 17 were enrolled in the summer session and 34 attended 
the library institute for high school librarians — a total of 106 
reached by the school in its various forms of instruction. 

Graduates of 35 colleges were enrolled in the regular school, 27 
being represented by one student each, 4 (University of Chicago, 
University of Rochester, Smith and Vassar) by 3 each. Mount 
Holyoke, with 4, again had the largest representation. The pre- 
liminary enrolment was larger than usual but the financial depres- 
sion caused by the world war, just before the opening of the school 
year, compelled a number of accepted candidates to postpone en- 
trance until 1915-16. 

The large number of applications permitted the selection of a 
student body above the average in preparation and experience. 
Eight had done graduate work and 2 had received masters' de- 
grees. Twenty-six had library experience before entering the 
school, 6 held summer positions during their course and 6 com- 
pleted their school work in addition to staff service in the New 
York State Library. Two were admitted to advanced standing, i 
as a graduate of the Western Reserve Library School and an assist- 
ant on the faculty of that school and the other on account of eight 
years' library experience. Four of the senior class left before the 
close of the school year, i on account of illness and 3 to accept 
library positions.

Staff instruction and special students. The school encourages 
the attendance, as special students, of any staff member of The 
University of the State of New York whose regular work permits 
him to attend any course which tends to fit him for better service on 
the staff. Five staff members not eligible for admission to regular 
standing took work in this way in the school during the past year : 
two of the State Library staff, two from the Educational Extension 
Division and one from the Visual Instruction Division. An assist- 
ant in the State Department of Health was also admitted, at the 
request of that department, to the courses in elementary classifi- 
cation and printing. In all, six courses were attended by these 
special students : elementary cataloging, elementary classification,

government documents, printiilg, elementary reference, advanced 
reference. 

Degrees and commencement. The commencement exercises were 
held in the larger recitation room of the school, June 24th. The 
commencement address was made by Rev. J. V. Moldenhawer and 
the degree of bachelor of library science was granted to the following 
15 graduates of the class of 1915: Edna Elizabeth Bayer, Paul R. 
Byrne, Helen Mildred Qaflin, Mary Elizabeth Cobb, Emily Kerr

During the year ending September 30, 19 15, the degree of 
bachelor of library science was also granted to Povl Fritz Vilhelm 
Slomann of the class of 1914 and to Elizabeth Hardy Thompson of 
the class of 191 3, making a total of 17 degrees granted during the 
year.

NOTES ON THE CURRICULUM 

General changes. The curriculum of a really good library school 
can never remain stationary. Not only must new activities and new 
methods be considered but even well-established principles require 
new viewpoints as conditions in library work change. The changes 
in the curriculum may be either in modifications of the various 
courses offered or may come from changes in the instructional force 
itself. Due in great part to the epochal fire of 191 1 both of these 
influences have been unusually active in the New York State Li- 
brary School the past few years. For this reason it is interesting to 
compare the curriculum of the school year 1909-10, the last in the 
old rooms under the old conditions, and that of the past year, 
1914-15. 

The total destruction of the school equipment and the very dif- 
ferent conditions under which work had to be resumed made it im- 
possible for any instructor to cling to old methods in presenting his 
work and the radical revision thus necessitated is still evident in 
the matter and method of practically every course oflfered. 

The increased amount of work which the rebuilding of the State 
Library imposed on many of the faculty members also led to many 
changes in the faculty personnel. In 1909-10 the faculty numbered 
nine, seven of them giving considerable instruction and two de- 
voting their energies entirely to administrative work. Five years 
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later only two are giving substantially the same amount of work or 
the same courses. Two have retired from active library work, one 
is connected with the school only as a lecturer in charge of a short 
course, another has been obliged, through the increased demands 
made by the State Library to relinquish entirely one of his long 
courses, while the sixth, for the same reason, is no longer giving any 
instructional work in the school. To compensate for these losses 
there are four new members of the regular faculty and four lec- 
turers, not giving instruction in the regular school in 1909-10, who 
are in regular charge of important courses. In other words, there 
are eight new instructors to offset the two old ones who still retain 
as much class work as they had five years ago. All but four of 
these lecturers or instructors have served in from one to four 
libraries each outside the New York State Library, in ten different 
states, and three of the four are or have been closely connected by 
their work with public libraries throughout the entire State of New 
York. 

That this has not resulted in instability and in a serious loss to 
the best traditions and the ideals of the school is due largely to 
those who have retired wholly or in part from the work of teaching. 
Without exception they have maintained their interest and loyalty 
in the school and have given to their successors all the aid possible 
to ensure them an equal success in the work to which they have 
succeeded. It has consequently been possible for the school to main- 
tain its policy of being progressive enough to give reasonable at- 
tention to the new in theory and practice and, at the same time, to 
resist the innovations of the importunate faddist until his theories 
have had time enough to demonstrate their worth or worthlessness. 

Much of the improvement in the conduct of individual courses 
has been made possible by the convenient arrangement of the equip- 
ment necessary for illustrative purposes, by the care with which it 
has been made accessible through catalogs and by the frequent 
annotations which permit the students to use it for comparative 
purposes without devoting a large part of the class period to minute 
statements of the purpose and use of such material as is exhibited 
for class use. 

Some of the more important changes in specific courses in the 
past five years are noted below : 

Administration. The boundaries of this course are somewhat 
indefinite due to its close relation with the course in library ex- 
tension (page 21), and some lectures belong properly in both 
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courses. The lines between the elementary and advanced courses 
are also rather loosely drawn as most of the visiting lecturers are 
available only in alternate years. It is only fair to mention also 
that the administrative side of the work is treated in detail in 
nearly all the specific courses, notably library buildings, library work 
with children, reference, loan work, order work, shelf work, cata- 
loging, binding and printing and that, were this work duly entered 
under the general head of administration, the total of lectures and 
appointments would be much more impressive. 

This year the advanced course in administration, which had 
formerly been elective, was required of all senior students. There 
have been no important changes in the method of conducting either 
the advanced or the elementary course since their introduction in 
1906-7. The Director of the school is in general charge of both 
courses. 

A rough classification of the more important lectures follows.

Bookbinding. This course has been almost entirely remodeled 
since 191 1. Additional emphasis is placed on the administrative 
side. The practice in simple sewing and forwarding has been con- 
tinued under the direction of the State Library binders and demon- 
strations and actual practice in simple mending and repairing have 
been given nearly every year at the Troy Public Library under the 
direction of an expert. Miss Jane H. Crissey. The collection of 
illustrative material includes a considerable number of volumes in 
varied styles and. approved binding; a collection of sample leathers, 
cloths and other material; books bound in a variety of styles and in 
various materials, administrative blanks and forms, representative 
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price lists and a good collection of reference books on the subject. 
This material is suitably mounted and annotated and is used fre- 
quently by the staff of the State Library and visiting librarians as 
well as for class purposes. The historical side of bookbinding is 
treated in the course in history of books and foreign libraries. The 
course is conducted by the Vice Director. 

Cataloging. The instruction in the junior year, conducted by 
Miss Hawkins, is devoted entirely to dictionary cataloging. Miss 
Fellows's Cataloging rules (Library School Bulletin 36) which is 
based on the A, L, A. catalog rules: author and title entries and, to 
a minor degree, on Cutter's Rules for a dictionary catalog, is used 
as a textbook. This has done away with dictation in class, and 
ensures accuracy in the statement of rules. The practice collection 
fully illustrates the technical points treated in the course. The 
books have been chosen with regard to their intrinsic value as well 
as their use as illustrations of cataloging technic. Three to six 
copies of each title enable the students to catalog the same book and 
so unify the class discussion. 

The new catalog of the traveling libraries section gives the 
students practice in ordering and adapting the printed cards of the 
Library of Congress and the depository catalog of the State Li- 
brary, into which more than half a million of Library of Congress 
cards and several hundreds of thousands of cards from other 
sources (including Harvard University, the John Crerar Library 
and the old author catalog of the New York State Library) have 
been filed in the last four years has given exceptional practice in 
arranging card catalogs. 

The assignment of subject headings and references is now given 
in a separate course, based on the A. L. A. list of subject headings 
and the Library of Congress list. Three review lists at the end 
correlate the two courses. 

In 1911-12 the senior cataloging was divided into two courses of 
100 hours each, and only one course was required from each 
student. The illness of Miss Jones resulted in only one course, 
under the charge of Miss Dame, being given. In 1912-13 a new 
arrangement was made and two courses, A and B, under the re- 
spective direction of Miss Dame and Miss Fellows, have been 
offered yearly since then. The work of course A is on a time basis 
to permit the easier judging of the comparative accuracy and speed 
of the students. In course B a weekly report of the time spent in 
preparation is required to ensure an approximate equality of time 
being given to each course. 
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Course A is devoted to advanced dictionary cataloging and 
special attention is paid to difficult points in technical details, such 
as author entries, imprints and subject headings. The cataloging of 
books in foreign languages and the use of cataloger's reference 
books are emphasized. An adequate collection of books and pam- 
phlets illustrating difficult and unusual points in cataloging has been 
assembled. 

Course B is devoted to comparative cataloging. All the instruc- 
tion now given in classed cataloging is included in this course. The 
purposes and special technic of these catalogs is discussed and some 
practice in classed cataloging given. Special attention is called to 
the methods of the John Crerar Library where the systematic 
classed catalog has reached a high development. A classed catalog 
of part of the State Library collection is available for illustrative 
purposes. A few of the more important foreign catalog codes are 
studied comparatively and the cataloging of incunabula is briefly 
treated and a comparative study of various methods of dealing with 
technical details is made. 

Each year an increasing number of students has elected both 
courses and several have also availed themselves of the opportuni- 
ties for cataloging practice in the State Library. 

Classification. The course in the junior year is based on the 
Decimal classification. It is given with the large public library in 
mind but adaptations for the small public library, the college library 
and the children's room have been emphasized by the use of such 
materials as Miss Zaidee Brown's simplified scheme, the Wisconsin 
scheme for children's books and the Brookline modification. Mr 
Merrill's Code for classifiers supplies a long-felt need in teaching 
the subject, and will be used to an even greater extent the coming 
year. 

In the senior course in advanced cataloging, the greatest em- 
phasis is placed on the Belgian Expansion of the Decimal classifi- 
cation, the Library of Congress classification and Cutter's Expansive 
classification. The first two are discussed by Mr Biscoe who also 
notes, more briefly than formerly, some schemes of historic in- 
terest most of which are now obsolete or obsolescent as practical 
classifications. The Expansive classification is discussed by the Vice 
Director and is considered both as a system in actual use and a 
virtual textbook of value in adapting or amplifying other systems. 
Practice in classifying by all three schemes is required, and the 
adaptations necessary to meet special conditions have received in- 
creased emphasis in recent years. 
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Elementary reference. The rapidity with which reference books 
become obsolete or are superseded makes yearly revision of this 
course imperative. For the same reason exhaustive study of in- 
dividual books, whose usefulness is likely to be considerably les- 
sened within a very few years, is subordinated to an attempt to 
teach the general method of handling reference material and adapt- 
ing it to the different purposes to which it is to be put. While 
Kroeger's Guide to the study and use of reference books and its 
supplements are still used as the basis of the work, the students are 
encouraged not to confine their research to the conventional " refer- 
ence book." The problems are all composed of questions arising in 
actual work, many of them being contributed by the reference sec- 
tion of the State Library, and are constantly changing. Practically 
no class outline or problem more than two years old is used in class 
work. Attention is paid to reference work by correspondence and 
an increasing amount of emphasis is placed on the form in which 
problems and practice work are presented, both from the view of 
preventing useless elaboration and of conserving the* results of re- 
search. The adaptation of means to ends in different kinds of li- 
braries and different kinds of work is insisted upon. The course is 
greatly strengthened by the careful supervision, by Mr Champlin 
and Miss Rhodes of the State Library staff, of the students' practice 
in the library reading room and by their close cooperation with the 
Vice Director of the Library School, who is in charge of the course, 
in adapting it to the needs of different classes as well as different 
individual students. 

History of books and foreign libraries. A large quantity of ex- 
cellent illustrative material is in the new collection of the State Li- 
brary. It includes original and facsimile examples of typography, 
illustrations, bindings and other phases of bookmaking of all im- 
portant periods. The excellent collection of books and periodicals 
on library history and bibliography in its wide sense have permitted 
extensive changes to be made in the required reading. The course 
is still in charge of Mr Biscoe. 

Indexing. In 1912-13, Miss Mary Ellis, who has had extensive 
experience as indexer for the New York State Library and The 
University of the State of New York, took charge of the course in 
place of Miss Martha Wheeler who had resigned from the State 
Library staff. Considerably more attention is now being paid to 
the indexing of periodicals. 
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Library buildings. The elementary course is still conducted by 
Mr Eastman and consists of six lectures, with required reading on 
the essentials to be considered in planning library rooms or small 
library buildings. There have been no important changes for 
several years. 

An advanced elective course, under the direction of Mr Watson, 
has been offered for two years but so far not enough have elected 
it to warrant its being given. This course will be a seminar and will 
include the study and criticism of plans, including practice in read- 
ing them, and the drawing of rough plans to illustrate given prob- 
lems in library construction. A fair collection of plans, including 
some blue prints, a large number of exterior and interior views of 
libraries, a collection of lantern slides formerly the property of 
Mrs Salome Cutler Fairchild, and a collection of Russian library 
pictures donated by Mme L. Haffkin Hamburger are available. 
The Visual Instruction Division has some slides of libraries which 
are also available for school use. 

Library extension. This course was first given in 1913-14. It 
deals with the principles and problems of library organization and 
the extension of library activities. Seminars are held and actual 
practice in the Educational Extension Division, library inspection 
and some library organization are integral parts of the course. 
Thirteen libraries of the State have been organized or reorganized 
by the students as additional field work. Mr William R. Watson, 
Chief of the Educational Extension Division, is in charge, assisted 
by Miss Betteridge of the study clubs and traveling libraries section 
and by Misses Webster and Phelps, library organizers. Much of 
the success of the field work is due to the excellent supervision given 
it by Miss Webster from the very beginning of the course. 

Library work with children. The school has consistently main- 
tained its policy of making no pretense to train specialists in work 
with children. Brief introductory courses of from eight to twelve 
lectures each, dealing with essential principles of administering 
children's rooms and selecting juvenile literature, have been given. 
After some experience in having these given by several diflfereiit 
lecturers each year, the school was fortunate in securing Miss Clara 
W. Hunt to take general charge of the course. Miss Hunt not only 
advised in the general plan of the course but gave each year a large 
proportion of the lectures. The result was a much better degree of 
logical connection in the course, more genuine interest on the part 
of the students and a better realization of the real importance of 
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sensible as well as enthusiastic work with children in libraries. Miss 
Hunt was unable, through stress of work, to give the work in 
1914-15. Mrs Mary E. S. Root, of the Providence PubHc Library, 
gave the general course to the regular school. These lectures were 
supplemented by a brief course given to the students of the summer 
session by Miss Adeline B. Zachert of the Rochester Public Library. 
The practical character of these brief courses is shown by the fact 
that each year several students are influenced by them to become 
children's librarians either by attending special courses given else- 
where or through service as assistants in the children's departments 
of public libraries. 

Loan work. Besides the study of three typical charging systems 
(the Newark, Browne and Columbia University) and the routine of 
the loan department, the course has been expanded to include the 
circulation of music, pictures, periodicals, books for foreigners and 
for the blind ; circulation through outside agencies such as stations, 
schools, home and traveling libraries and interlibrary loans. Sev- 
eral lectures on publicity cover exhibits, lectures, window displays, 
motion pictures, advertising through street car placards, news- 
• papers, bulletins and other printed matter. The course is in charge 
. of Miss Hawkins. 

National bibliography. The present bibliographic collection of 
the New York State Library, though numerically smaller than the 
former collection, is an excellent working collection which com- 
pares very favorably with those in the largest libraries of the 
country. Very few important bibliographies used in former years 
are missing and many others, which supersede some of those for- 
merly studied, are now available for class use. Although neces- 
sarily divided between the reference and order sections of the State 
Library and the Library School it is all readily accessible through 
a complete catalog kept in the main study room. The course has 
been extensively revised to fit the changes in the collection and a 
new bulletin listing the books considered in class discussion and 
practice is just off the press (Library School Bulletin 38). All the 
problems are based on points arising in actual experience and a 
very fair degree of correlation of this course with those in cata- 
loging, reference and order work has been attained. Since 1910-11, 
the course has been in charge of the Vice Director. 

Order and accession work. This course has, with very few 
exceptions, been in general charge of the head of the order section 
of the State Library. For several years the lectures and practice 
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on accession work have been in charge of Miss Jennie D. Fellows 
who has been more or less closely connected with the accession 
records of the State Library from their earlier elaborate forms to 
the modified and simplified methods in use since 191 1. The course 
in order work, since 1912--13 in charge of Miss Elizabeth M. Smith, 
embodies the experience gained in the very large book purchases of 
the past four years. The problems as well as the lectures are based 
on contingencies arising in the actual work of the library and treat, 
among other things, discounts, importations, auctions and second- 
hand dealers. In the consideration of administrative methods and 
records, special emphasis is placed on the adaptations necessary in 
large reference Hbraries, large public libraries with branches and 
small libraries. The closely related subjects of publishers and the 
selection of editions are treated in the course on selection of books. 
Original bibliography. While no radical changes have been 
introduced recently, it may be worth while to note the greater 
amount of supervision given the bibliographies while they are in 
progress and the increased emphasis placed on the selection of 
subjects likely to be of real service. For the past three or four 
years the different State departments as well as the different 
divisions of The University of the State of New York have been 
increasingly interested in proposing suitable bibliographical subjects.- 
Fifteen of the graduation bibliographies of the past five years have 
been prepared to meet these special requests. Nine of these have 
been published while three others will probably be published in 
the near future. 

Students have been permitted since 1911-12 to substitute for the 
bibliography a " community study " of some definite community 
from the standpoint of its actual and potential library activities. 
Six studies covering six different cities have been presented.

Mr P. F. Vilhelm Slomann, 1914, submitted a community study : 

Albany and a criticism of its public libraries, 1913-14: a cotnmunity 
study. 

Practice work. After a long series of experiments the school 
has deliberately adopted the policy of requiring from each student 
enough carefully selected practice work to emphasize the prin- 
ciples taught rather than requiring a long period of staff service 
filled largely with ordinary routine or mechanical details. In 
1911-12, to meet the emergency caused by the fire, the students 
were sent to different libraries' throughout the country for a month 
of field work. The result was so satisfactory that the policy has 
been continued. Twenty-nine public and ten college and university 
libraries have given opportunities for this practice work. The 
students serve as voluntary staff assistants with regular schedules 
and in many cases they have been of real service in taking the place 
of regular staff members temporarily absent. This field work has 
so far been done in March of each year and supersedes the 150 
hours of summer practice previously required of those without 
previous library experience. Under the present arrangement, all 
students, except those who are regular staff members of the New 
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York State Library are required to do the field work. Particular 
care is taken to select practice suited to the needs and aptitudes of 
the individual student or to supplement his previous library ex- 
perience. Since 1912-13, students have been given an opportunity 
to reorganize, as field work, some of the smaller public and school 
libraries of the State under the direct supervision of the Educa- 
tional Extension Division. Fifteen students have in this way 
organized twelve different libraries. 

The following summary of the outside practice in March 1915 is 
fairly typical of the work of the past three years : Six libraries in 
the State were reorganized by members of the senior class and one 
junior who had had some previous experience: Camden Public 
Library, Canton Free Library, Cobleskill High School Library, 
East Hampton Free Library, Endicott Public Library and the Troy 
. Central School Library. The work was again under the direct 
charge of the Educational Extension Division. 

Student practice was also given by the following libraries : 

Public libraries.' Brookline- (Mass.) Public Library; Brooklyn 
Public Library; Buffalo Public Library; Chicago Public Library; 
Cleveland Public Library; Detroit Public Library; District of 
Columbia Public Library; Hartford (Conn.) Public Library; New 
York Public Library; Newark (N. J.) Free Public Library; 
Somerville (Mass.) Public Library; Springfield (Mass.) City 
Library Association; Wilmington (Del.) Institute Free Library; 
Worcester (Mass.) Public Library. 

College and university libraries, Colgate University; Columbia 
University; Princeton University; Smith College. 

The practice work in Albany, under the charge of Miss Wood- 
worth, is given in the State Library and the Educational Extension 
Division, in the Young Men's Association and Pruyn libraries, and 
for the past four years in organizing the library of the New York 
State College for Teachers. A feature of the senior practice work 
is the preparation of study club outlines for the use and under the 
direction of the traveling libraries section. 

Special practice in the reference and cataloging sections of the 
State Library may be elected by seniors particularly interested in 
those lines of work. The reference practice consists of general desk 
work and bibliographic practice in preparing brief reference lists 
needed in the work of the reference section. This work since 
1912^13 has been under the direct supervision of Mr George G. 
Champlin, sublibrarian (reference), and Miss Isabella K. Rhodes, 
reference assistant, and their interest in it has greatly increased 
its practical value to the students. A credit of 50 hours is given 
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for each phase of the work elected. The cataloging practice, for 
which a credit of lOO hours is given, is in charge of Miss Dame 
and includes all phases of work on the State Library catalog. 

Printing. The radical changes in the methods and organization 
of the printing business within the past few years have made it 
necessary to reconstruct the entire course. Printing technic is 
taught only so far as is necessary to enable the students to prepare 
copy and specifications intelligently and the main emphasis is placed 
on the preparation of copy, proofreading and the elements of effec- 
tive typographic display. A collection of reference books is supple- 
mented by a collection of mounted specimens of type faces, typo- 
graphic design, illustrations, printing papers, material illustrating 
technical processes of all kinds, specimens of actual printing spec- 
ifications and the like. Administrative records and economies in 
printing are touched on and library publications of various kinds 
are criticized from the typographical point of view. Through the 
courtesy of J. B. Lyon Co. a visit is paid to all departments of a 
large and thoroughly equipped printing plant. Each student is ex- 
pected to edit and prepare specifications for an assigned piece of 
" copy " and the proofreading practice is obtained through the 
correction of galleys of actual publications of the library divisions 
of The University of the State of New York. Required reading is 
also assigned. The course is in charge of the Vice Director. 

Selection of books. In 1911-12, Miss Mary Eastwood, head of 
the book selection section of the State Library, succeeded Miss 
Martha Wheeler as instructor in book selection. The next year 
the junior course was given to Mr Charles F. Porter of the 
Educational Extension Division, though Miss Eastwood still re- 
tained general charge of both courses as well as personal conduct 
of the senior course. 

Aside from a reduction in the number of required outline reviews 
there have been no changes of consequence in the junior course. 
The senior course, on the other hand, instead of being virtually an 
amplification of the work of the junior year, has been modified in 
several important respects. To keep the students in touch with 
current books, less attention is given to older works whose yalue 
has been tested, the number of set class lectures has been reduced 
and more general discussion has been encouraged in all parts of 
the course. The place of the set groups of books for discussion has 
in part been taken by problems on translations, series, editions etc. 
Prominent contemporary novelists, dramatists and poets receive 
more attention and the " checking " of various book lists has 
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in view the widely different needs of special types of libraries. 
Secondhand and *' remainder " catalogs are also checked. The 
study of book reviews and practice in book annotations for different 
purposes is continued. Annotated lists are also required frequently 
in the courses in elementary reference, printing, binding, and both 
seminars as well as in other courses in which reports on assigned 
reading are required. 

Seminar. The seminar is very elastic in its inclusion of topics 
as one of its chief purposes is to keep the students abreast with 
recent developments in library work. Consequently, the topics 
considered vary greatly from year to year. The appointments in 
the junior year include different lines of library activity and vary 
from more or less formal talks to general class discussions. In the 
senior seminar an increasing number of appointments is put in 
charge of the students themselves and free discussions are en- 
couraged in every way. Many of the topics for discussion are 
selected by the class. In 1914-15 four of the six appointments on 
work with schools were conducted entirely by the students. Note- 
books must be submitted by each student at the end of each year 
and care is taken, through submitting outlines and other written 
work, that the class discussion does not take the place of previous 
preparation. Several experiments intended to keep the students in- 
formed as to current library publications have been made. Each 
senior is required to submit at the end of the year a summary re- 
port on some library topic selected by himself for fairly intensive 
study. Both th^ subject and the report must be approved by the 
Vice Director. In 1914-15, a voluntary library club, to which none 
but students were eligible, met monthly for the discussion of current 
events. The minutes of each meeting, together with the outlines 
and notes of all papers presented at the meeting, were submitted 
to the Vice Director at the close of each meeting. A selection from 
the library publications of the month was on exhibit in the interval 
between meetings. The purpose of both seminars is to encourage 
sensible discussion rather than merely to fill time with hackneyed, 
conventional reports on matters in which the students have little 
real interest and, while different classes vary in the ease and skill 
with which they conduct discussions, the results have been fairly 
satisfactory. 

Annual library visit. Following the usual custom of odd years, 
leading libraries in New York, Brooklyn, Newark, Philadelphia and 
Washington were visited in April. The changes from the trip in 
IQ13 were the omission of Drexel Institute, which has discontinued

its library school, and the addition of the Library Company of 
Philadelphia. As in preceding visits, a considerable number of 
libraries not on the regular schedule were visited by students. 
In some cases these were assigned visits for the purpose of special 
investigation; in others they were purely voluntary and prompted 
entirely by the interest of the students. 

The courtesy which the party met everywhere makes it difficult 
to single out any for special mention but particular thanks for 
special attentions, social and professional, are due the students of 
the Library School of the New York Public Library for a luncheon, 
the staffs of the Newark Free Public Library, the Pratt Institute 
Free Library and Bryn Mawr College Library for informal teas 
and to the staff of the Philadelphia Free Library for particular 
assistance in very adverse weather conditions. Mr George Maurice 
Abbot, of the Library Company of Philadelphia, very generously 
gave up the major part of a holiday to act as personal guide to the 
Library Company's library and the Ridgway branch. 

SUMMER SESSION 
Following the plan adopted tentatively in 1910 of giving general 
and special summer courses in alternate years, the session of 191 5 
was devoted to a general course of six weeks, beginning June 26. 
and closing July 14th. For several unavoidable reasons the attend- 
ance was much smaller than usual but the small enrolment was 
compensated for by the high average of work done. 

Seventy-one lectures and class appointments were scheduled. 
A summary of the course with the number of lectures in each 
subject follows:

Miscellaneous subjects (i lecture each) : Accession work (Miss 
Fellows) ; Bookbinding (Mr Walter) ; Bookbuying (Mr 
Walter) ; Book repairing (Mr Walter) ; Historical material 
for school libraries (Mr Skinner) ; Library administration (Mr 
Yust) ; Library buildings (Mr Watson) ; Loan work (Miss 
Hawkins) ; Organization of the small library (Mr Watson) ; 
Shelf work (Miss Fellows). 
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Several of the students attended a considerable number of the 
special lectures on library work with schools given before the library 
institute for high school teachers, July 6-16. 

The course was attended by 17 students, 9 of them coming from 
New York, 2 each from Indiana and Tennessee and i each from 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania and Canada. The 16 
different summer sessions have been attended by 364 different 
students, 12 of them having attended more than one session. 

Certificates were granted on examination to 15 students.

LIBRARY INSTITUTE FOR HIGH SCHOOL LIBRARIANS 
For the past two or three years the interest in school libraries 
of the State has been noticeably growing. A library institute for 
district superintendents was held jointly by the Library School and 
the School Libraries Division in 1914. At this the needs of rural 
school libraries were discussed. To meet in part the demand for 
instruction suited to librarians of high schools, the School Libraries 
Division of the University, through its chief, Dr Sherman Williams, 
and the New York State Library School this year cooperated in 
conducting a library institute for high school librarians, July 6-16. 
To secure some tangible results in spite of the short duration of 
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the institute, the entire time was devoted to the reference use of 
the high school Hbrary. A course of ten lessons devoted to dis- 
cussion of desirable reference material for high schools and its 
proper use was conducted by the Vice Director of the Library 
School. These lectures were supplemented by problems which 
involved the preparation of brief reading lists, the examination of 
many books of reference value in the State Library and the travel- 
ing libraries collection and the answering of specific questions. 
Much of the material in the problems was suggested by specialists 
of the University and all of them were criticized, before their pre- 
sentation to the class, by these specialists, in order to ensure as far 
as possible their practical character and value and the later use in 
actual school work of the material used in preparing the problems. 
Daily lectures of a more general character but directly relating to 
the needs of the high school library were given by staff members 
of the University and others. Much of the success of the institute 
was due to the cordial assistance of members of other divisions of 
the University. President Finley addressed the class on July i6th, 
expressing his sympathy with the general movement toward the 
betterment of school library conditions and his gratification at seeing 
so many in attendance. The list of lecturers and their subjects 
follows : 

Dr Sherman Williams (2 lectures), What the school library 
should accomplish and History and the school library ; Mr William 
R. Watson, The school library and the Educational Extension 
Division ; Mr Layton S. Hawkins, Literature of agriculture ; Presi- 
dent A. R. Brubacher of the New York State College for Teachers, 
The teacher's professional reading; Mr Wallace S. Bartholomew, 
Literature of commercial subjects; Mr A. W. Abrams, Relation 
of the school library to visual instruction; Mr Randolph T. Cong- 
don, The library as an aid to the teacher of literature ; Mr Charles 
F. Porter, Traveling libraries ; Mr James L Wyer, Jr, Public docu- 
ments in the high school library. 

Thirty- four high school librarians or high school teachers assigned 
to library work attended, 32 of them being present for the entire 
course. Although the assigned class work was entirely optional, 24 
completed it voluntarily and only 2 or 3 failed to submit a con- 
siderable part of it for examination. The intelligent interest of the 
teachers in attendance made it possible to obtain results far exceed- 
ing the expectations of those who had planned the course. Ever}'' 
part of the State was represented.

The total number recorded to October i, 
191 5, is 2328. Of these, 862 have been in New York State. Those 
filled this year range from the cataloging of two private libraries 
to the organization of the library interests of the Punjab. Seven 
have acted as instructors in summer schools or training classes. 
Despite the very untoward financial conditions of the past year 
which caused very material reductions in the appropriations to 
libraries of all kinds, the proportion of pK>sitions filled is but little 
below normal, while in point of beginning salary and responsibility 
the recent positions compare very favorably with those of the past.

^ room decorations and entertainment purposes, while seven classes 

have given nearly $325 more for decorations and other purix)ses. 
Indeed, the alumni are largely responsible for the strong school 
ffl spirit which has always been one of our greatest assets. It would be 

IT)', an even greater benefit to the school were every former student 

to be a member of the association and active in its work. 

The constitution of the association has been used as a model 
by several similar associations. At the request of many former 
students and others it is here reprinted. 

CONSTITUTION OF THE NEW YORK STATE LIBRARY SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 

Revised May i<)oy 

1 Name. This association shall be called the New York State 
Library School Association. 

2 Objects. Its objects shall be to promote social intercourse 
among its members, to advance the interests of the New York Statq 
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Library School, and to cooperate in the work of the American 
Library Association. 

Members 

3 Eligibility. All persons who have been members of the 
Columbia College Library School or the New York State Library 
School may become members of this association upon payment of 
the annual fee. 

4 Honorary members. Honorary members may be elected by 
a three- fourths vote of the association on nomination by the execu- 
tive board. 

5 Associates. Undergraduates of the school are associate 
members. 

6 Exemptions. Honorary and associate members shall be ex- 
empt from payment of dues and shall have all the privileges of full 
membership except that of voting. 

7 Annual fee. Each member shall pay one dollar to the treasurer 
on or before October ist of each year. All members who have 
not paid their dues for two full years shall be dropped from mem- 
bersihip, after notification. All members who have been dropped 
from membership may rejoin the association on payment of the 
annual dues for the year in which they rejoin. 

Officers 

8 Number and election. The officers shall be a president, first 
and second vice presidents, a secretary, a treasurer and an executive 
board of seven, of which the above officers shall be members. They 
shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting, and at least three 
of them shall be persons who reside in or near the same city or 
town. They shall continue in office till the adjournment of the 
meeting at which their successors are elected. 

9 Advisory board. There shall be an advisory board of three 
members, one member to be elected at each annual meeting, to serve 
for three years. It shall be the duty of the advisory board to learn 
the conditions of affairs in the New York State Library School, to 
get the opinion of former and present students regarding its work 
and interests, and to suggest any changes or improvements that 
seem to them advisable. The chairman of the advisory board shall 
be chosen each year by its own members. All vacancies on the 
advisory board shall be filled by the president of the association, the 
appointee to serve for the full unexpired term. If the funds of 
the association warrant, the executive board shall appropriate a 
certain sum each year for the use of the advisory board, the sum 
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SO appropriated to be spent at the discretion of the chairman of 
the advisory board. 

10 Executive board. The executive board shall have the general 
management of the affairs of the association. 

Meetings 

11 Annual meeting. The annual meeting shall be held during 
the annual meeting of the American Library Association. 

12 Special meetings. Special meetings may be called by the 
executive board. 

13 Notice. Due notice of the time and place of meetings and 
the purpose of special meetings shall be given to all members by 
the secretary. 

14 Quorum. One-tenth of the members shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Amendments 

15 Amendments. The constitution may be amended by a three- 
fourths vote of those present at any regular meeting, provided the 
proposed amendment shall have been specifically set forth in the 
call for such meeting. 

Necrology. The following deaths of former students have been 
reported during the year : 

Margaret Ann Emerson, 1902-3. Died July 14, 1914. After her 
year at the Library School Miss Emerson went to Syracuse Uni- 
versity as instructor in the department of Hbrary economy. In 
1905 she was made assistant professor of library economy, which 
position she held until June 191 3. 

Minnie Martha Beal, 1903-5, died November 7, 1914. From 
1905-7, Miss Beal was assistant in the New York State Library; 
during 1908 she served as temporary assistant in the Michigan State 
Library. At the time of her death she was a teacher in the Greusel 
School, Detroit, Mich. 

Dexter Hunter, Jr, October 1900-April 1901, died January 18, 
1915. October 1901-2, he was an assistant in the Buffalo Public 
Library. In 1902 he left library work *to engage in business. 

Esther Elizabeth Burdick, 1888^-90, died May 25, 1915. Since 
February 1891 Miss Burdick had been connected with the Jersey 
City Public Library as head cataloger, assistant librarian, acting 
librarian and finally librarian from July 1896 to the time of her 
death. She was vice president of the New Jersey Library Associa- 
tion, 1896-97. Appreciations of Miss Burdick and her work are 
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given in the Library Journal, July 191 5, pages 53S-39, and Public 
Libraries, July 191 5, page 340. 

The death of Mary Emma Peirce, 1890-91, has also been reported 
but no details have been learned.

Numerous items for the collection of alumni publications, for 
the collection of children's literature, the documentary history, the 
minor material in library science and the book-plate collection have 
also been received. Miss Joanna G. Strange '08, and Mr Henry N. 
Sanborn '13, have been among the largest single contributors of 
book-plates. 

LIBRARY MEETINGS 

The A. L. A. conference. At the Berkeley meeting of the 
American Library Association, Miss Mary W. Plummer, principal 
of the Library School of the New York Public Library, was elected 
president. Miss Plummer is a member of the first class of the New 
York State Library School (then connected with Columbia Uni- 
versity) and the third of its alumni to be president of the national 
association. Chalmers Hadley '07, was elected 2d vice president. 
Six former students were elected to the council and five received 
elective offices in various sections of the association. There are 
now fifteen elected and five ex-officio members of the coimcil who 
have attended the school. 

Seventeen former students were also regularly scheduled to take 
part in the general and sectional meetings of the association. Sixty- 
four were present at the conference. 

The New York Library Association. At the annual meeting 
of the State association at Haines Falls, September 27-October 2, 
191 5, between thirty and forty former students of the regular and 
summer courses were present. Nearly all of these, with the execu- 
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tive board and several ex-presidents of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, and representatives of several library schools, met at an 
informal tea. Six former students, including Miss Caroline M. 
Underbill, who presided at the 191 5 meeting, have served the asso- 
ciation as president. 

GENERAL NOTES 

Association of American Library Schools. The initial meeting 
of the Association of American Library Schools was held at the 
New York State Library School, June 29-30, 191 5. Eighteen 
faculty members from the following six schools were present : New 
York State Library School; School of Library Science, Pratt 
Institute; Simmons College Library School; Training School for 
Children's Librarians, Pittsburgh; Library School of- the University 
of Wisconsin; Library School of the New York Public Library. 
A constitution was adopted and signed by the schools represented 
and various topics of general interest to the schools were discussed. 
Director James I. Wyer, Jr, of the New York State Library School, 
was elected president and Miss Florence R. Curtis (New York State 
'96) of the University of Illinois Library School, secretary. 

Registration of Library Schools. The desire for formal stand- 
ardization of library school courses indicated by the formation of 
the Association of American Library Schools has been officially rec- 
ognized by The University of the State of New York. In response 
to a request from the board of education of New York City for a 
list of registered schools of recognized standard, the Board of 
Regents at the meeting of July 2,y, 191 5 took the following action. 

Voted, That the following library schools be approved as tnaintaining 
proper standards: 

New York State Library School, Albany 
Library School of the New York Public Library, New York 
Pratt Institute School of Library Science, Brooklyn 
University of Illinois Library School, Urbana 
Library School of the University of Wisconsin, Madison 
Department of Library Science, Simmons College, Boston 
Library School of Western Reserve University, Cleveland 

It is altogether likely that the University will soon definitely 
recognize librarianship as a profession and formally register (not 
merely approve) schools with adequate equipment and satisfactory 
curricula, which are on a graduate basis.
